The convention started at 
about 10:15 A.M. at the Jewish Children >s Recreation 
Center on Chestnut Street, Chelsea, Mass. Anne Burlak 
Tirapson and Mildred Goodwin were stationed at the 
door. 

"Otis A. Hood was named as Chairman for the Convention 
over the protests of Joe Chase, Phil Koritz and Homer 
Chase who said that they didn't want Hood as he had 
been against them. Ben Landey was made Secretary for 
the convention. A rules committee was set up consist- 
ing of Anne Burlak Timpson, Otis A. Hood, Ben Landey 
and Lewis Johnson. Following this there was considerable 
discussion as to whether they should proceed with the 
main business of the convention, that is, the question 
of Homer Chase or whether the meeting should be turned 
over to the principal speaker, Ben Davis, It was voted 
to have Ben Davis speak first. 

"Davis, in his talk, explained the situation in Cuba 
saying that the United States imperialism was causing 
Castro trouble. Davis spoke of the situation in Germany, 
blaming the United States for all the trouble there. 
Davis seemed to be playing for time until he could get 
around to discuss the real reason for his trip to Boston 
which was the situation involving Homer Chase. Davis 
then went into an explanation of Communist Party policy 
sajdng that it must be carried out by everyone in the 
Communist Party. He said Homer Chase had failed to 
carry out the Communist Policy substituting a form of 
"Homerism" for communism to the extent that today the 
Communist Party in New England is about to cease being 
an operating group. Davis mentioned that Homer Chase 
had been suspended temporarily from his position as 
District Organizer and that this convention must now 
eliminate him entirely and either secure a new one or 
find ways and means to start moving in the right direction. 

"Lewis Johnson then gave the report for the Rules Committee, 
setting forth the local CP situation. Johnson said Homer 
Chase had caused real trouble in this area and that among

other things had secured a lawyer to force Anne Burlak 
Timpson to turn over some of the Communist Party 
money, Johnson said Homer Chase feels that the FBI 
is being used by someone in the Communist Party against 
Homer Chase *s program as District Organizer. Lewis 
Johnson 1 s report made Homer Chase look bad. Johnson 
said Homer paid no attention to the national office 
but had better ways of doing things. Johnson said 
the local district had cut off Homer Chase's pay as 
District Organizer but that Homer Chase got §80.00 
once and $50.00 another time in salary. Homer Chase 
interrupted and said he didn't get the $50.00. Lewis 
Johnson continued saying it was no longer possible for 
Homer Chase to remain as District Organizer and for 
the Party to survive. 

"Following the report of the Rules Committee, Homer 
Chase took the floor to defend himself but everybody 
told him to sit down and there was almost a fist 
fight between Homer Chase, Lewis Johnson and Joe Chase. 
Following this, names were placed in nomination for a 
standing committee of five. Six persons were nominated 
and the highest five were to be elected. Homer Chase 
was one of those nominated but he received the lowest 
number of votes and so he was not, elected. Following 
this, the convention adjourned for lunch at 12:30. 

"Everyone was asked to stay in the building during the 
lunch period for security reasons and someone went out 
for food. During the lunch period Ben Davis spoke of 
a previous meeting he had attended at Edward Teixeira's 
house and what a successful meeting it had been. Davis 
seemed very interested in Vernice Gabriel 1 s becoming a 
member and said her position was good. Ben Davis said 
that the Communist Party in Boston fights so much that 
they have no room for negroes. He then said he had 
been to Boston three times to try to get Homer Chase 
to change his tactics which were against the National 
CP policy and that the National Office would not put 
up with his tactics any longer. 

"Anne Burlak Timpson agreed with remarks by Ben DavJs 
about Homer Chase and Peggy Schirmer said she was hope- 
ful that things would straighten out.

The National Executive Com 
mittee, at its meeting Thursday/ 
September 29th, heard a report by 
Phil Bart d ealing with some new 
aspects of Party organization. 

The report considered some prob- 
lems . concerning Party organiza : 
Hon, especially as it affects the 
closer relationship between the 
club and the higher committees of 
the Party. It indicated that the 
Resolution on Organization adopted 
by the 17th National Convention 
called f or an approach which will 
h«lp "liberate (the club) from the 
mass of administrative detail now 
bigging it down." 
^The Party still has, a large ap- 
paratus which has remained pretty 
much unchanged, although our 
membership is smaller. There is 
unnecessary duplication of commit-, 
tees, departments, commissions on 
many ' levels. These numerous 
bodies serve .primarily the inner 
committees of the organization 
rather than being of service to 
the club. Our Party must be scl 

I organized, that it can have thd 
closest ties between the national 
I and*5i?4* bodies and the clubs. "

ations and conclusions of the high* 
bodies and they in turn must knoi 
the thinking and experiences of 
the club. In the final analysis, the 
line of; the Party is tested by the 
clut). It is applied concretely 
through daily contact with work- 
ers in the shop and community. 
This free flow of ideas and experi- 
ences from top to bottom and bot- 
tom to top is what gives our Party 
its strength, i its ability to learn 
from (experience, correct mistakes 
and advance and improve its work. 

The 17th Convention Organiza- 
tion Resolution directed its atten- 
tion to this problem, stating "It is 
important also* to foster initiative 
from below. The action of the 
Michigan Party, (in) se tting op 
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area councils consisting of club 
leaaers and state committee mem- 
beds; i$ a commendable effort 
thft direction." 

The report further dealt with 
problems of the shop clubs and 
stressed the need of greater atten- 
tion to this question by the leading 
committees of the Party. 

It de'alt also with the industrial 
club. This has been discussed in 
many districts during the past 
period. It considered the advis- 
ability of discontinuing this form 
of organization in some areas of 
work and proposed that a large 
part of our membership in indus- 
trial clubs * should be assigned* to 
community clubs, with special em- 
phasis on workingclass com- 
munities. 

There are many reasons for the 
elimination of the industrial form. 
Many changes in relation to the 
. labor. * movement are taking pla 
in the community. It is recogni 
iig that the community is essen- 
tial for developing political activit; 
"Jo cite an example, the New York 
State Federation of Labor took 
note of this fact at its recent 
convention. It recognized that union 
activities must be extended into 
the areas where workers live. 
Therefore, labor political organiza- 
tions are being considered in wards, 
precincts and election districts. 
This can servo in stimulating and 
developing labor's political life in 
the community and as a basis for 
independent actions as well as 
third-party movements. 

In relation* to these problems, 
the National Executive Committee 

lupted the following motions as 
utde to our Party organization:- 

1. To take all measures to assure 
that the club becomes the center 
of political .activity. To exawine 
the present utilization of its foifces 
rtith the object of releasing mw 
oi thenrfrom their present assign- 




ments and placing them at the dirt- 
M the clubs. 

direct the education 
forces with the aim o'f 
strengthening club leadership. 

3. To consider such changes as 
will .help eliminate intermediate 
forms of organization which stand 
as an obstacle , between the club 
and, the higher committees of the 
Party. To create forms which will 
B make it possible for dim* meet- 
ings of club Ieadership f in a city, 
or sub-division of a city, with the 
leadership of districts or* the na- 
tional center, on a regular basis. 
This may take the form of city 
central, congressional, county or 
^her bodies. But in all instance 
ese bodies would be compose 
representatives from clubs. 

4. We urge , an examination VA 
the industrial clubs by each district 
or state organization which will 
lead to the elimination of a section 
of this form j of organization; such 
changes to take place only after 
a thorough discussion with all 
comrades involved. These com- 
rades should then be .assigned , to 
strengthen and participate in work- 
ingclass community clubs. 

5. The shop club must again take 
its rightful place as vital to a 
Marxist-Leninist party. It should 
be given regular and consistent at- 
tention by the district leadership. 
The release of forces from indus- 
trial clubs should make it possible 
to^assign some comrades to help 
shop clubs. 
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16. We propose, for the present, 
tf maintain youth clubs. In the 
absence of a Marxist youth organ- 
ization and the neglect of this field 
by our Party, the youth clubs re- 
main as a vital force in initiating 
and developing many youth activi- 
ties. These clubs should receive 
attention by our organization. We , ' 
also propose, where nationality 
group branches now exist, that they 
be maintained.

12/16/60 

GUS HALL opened the meeting by commenting that 
ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN was unable to attend the meeting 
today because of illness, but is expected to be in 
attendance either 12/17 or 18/60 • He said the order of 
business would be, as follows: 

1. Discussion on the Manifesto of the 
World Conference of Communist Parties. 

2. Elections and opening of Congress and the 
tasks ahead ♦ 

3. A report on the decisions of the Trade Union 
Conference. 

4. Time permitting, an informational report on 
the ALEXANDER BITTELMAN case> developments in the New 
England and the NY Districts. 

JACK STACHEL mentioned that EUGENE DENNIS was 
presently In the hospital under severe pain and would 
appreciate messages from those In attendance., 

QUS HALL then commented at length regarding the 
Communist Manifesto. He said it was a basic document and 
requires study and at the coming NO meeting, the Party would 
be able to draw some conclusions as dictated by NC members. 
He said the Manifesto would be published in Its entirety 
in the January issue of "Political Affairs." HALL commented 
that in discussing the Manifesto, the Party should bear In 
mind the tasks of the conference. He listed these tasks 
as follows: 

1. To preserve the unity of the World Communist 
Movement, adding that this was a major and possibly the 
greatest task. 
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2. To preserve the basic principles of Marxism - 
Leninism, as well as its application. 

3. The task of drawing some further theoretical 
conclusions from experiences, especially those experiences 
of the last three years. 

4. To raise the standards and the ties between 
Communist Parties in order to meet the new challenge and 
the new situation in the world. 

HALL said that in his opinion, the conference 
accompollshed all 4 tasks. He said that whether all— 
Parties will "hue to the line and policy" adopted by the 
conference remains to be seen, but feels that all Parties 
will adopt it. HALL said that the conference took place at 
a time when there was the most serious threat to the 
World Communist Movement, but the conference reflected 
firmness on principle, but with flexibility as regards to 
secondary questions. HALL said that ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN 
told him that she was impressed with the maturity and objectivity 
of the Soviets at the conference. HALL said that he could 
say, without any hesitation, that there will be no split in 
the World Marxist Movement. He said the Manifesto breathes 
confidence and speaks with authority and described it as an 
historical Manifesto and there was nothing in it which would 
indicate any need for a basic shift in the policy of the 
CPUSA. HALL said he did not know if every Party in the world 
could say the same thing, but "we" only have to speak for 
ourselves. He said "we" should avoid "getting stuck" on 
secondary questions, words, formulations and abstractions 
as the basic question is what should be kept in mind. The 
Manifesto gives clear decisive, correct analysis and direction 
and "we" have to see the "double feature" which the Manifesto 
points out. HALL said, you have the general crisis of 
capitalism on the one hand and a new stage in the building ©f 
socialism on the other and this contrast will continue to 
grow at tremendous speed. 
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. 4 a The Manifesto goes into lengthy detail concerning 
unity in the Socialist camp and this gives evidence as to 
how serious this question was. Weaknesses have been 
shown in the Polish, Hungarian and Chinese Parties, but 
the Socialist influence is decisive in world affairs. If

This will be possible 
only by the broad and ceaseless development of the class 
struggle of the workers against big monopoly capital. With 
respect to section on struggle against anti-Communism as 
an ideological weapon, we need more work on this. Some 
Parties do a good Job on this, but we do not. 

The Manifesto says the World Communist Movement 
has become the most influential political force of our 
time, whatever is lacking, this should give it to us "that 
we are wanted" (followed by laughter). Regarding raising 
standards of Party leadership, Manifesto says "they (the 
leadership) must cherish Party unity like the apple of their 
eye." I'm afraid many of us do not cherish our Party unity 
that way. 

The Manifesto states "the interests of the Communist 
Movement requires solidarity and adherence of every Communist 
Party to the estimate and conclusions concerning the 
common task in the struggle against imperialism for peace, 
democracy and socialism jointly reached by the fraternal 
Parties at their meeting... It is the supreme internationalist 
duty of every Marxist-Leninist Party to work continuously 
for greater unity in the world Communist Movement." This 
is a new element in ties between parties. There had been a 
problem that there was no tie or bond of responsibility of 
any kind, of accepting or following agreed upon resolutions . 
These are ideological and political responsibilities that 
every Party must accept, I welcome it very much. 
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JACK STACHEL said HALL had done a pretty good Job 
considering he had so little time to prepare. Said he ha4

CARL .raTBR, said the Manifesto will require considerable 
discussion and study and should, be regarded a?^ living 
document for the Party for a long time. BEN DAVIS spoke 
favorably of GUS HALL'S report and, said the Manifesto high- 
lights the unity of the International Marxist Movement. 
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LOUIS VJEINSTOCK said the Manifesto must be given 
wide publicity and attempts should be made to have it read 
over TV and radio. It must be made the property of the 
American people. HY LUMER said attempts are belnfyjade 
to have the Manifesto printed In pamphlet form,/agr3ed 
with previous speakers that it requires study, examination 
and detailed discussion. 

HERB KRANSDORF from Pittsburgh said the Manifesto 
develops the question of anti -monopoly coalition and this 
is the major strategic concept the CPUSA should develop. 
CPUSA should push a crusade against the monopolistic 
spending of money on arms and defense. The CPUSA should not 
minimize basic industry concentration policy. 

TOM DENNIS said the Party has a tremendous Job 
ahead to assimilate the Manifesto and apply it to America. 
ARNOLD JOHNSON said the Manifesto is fundamental to the 
work of the CPUSA and the work of all Communists. 
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Second Day's Session -12/17/60 

PHIL BART was elected chairman of the session . 

NY 2318-S* has reported ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN 
remained at home this date because of actld but expected 
to attend session on 12/18/60; FLYNN told GUS HALL .' that her 
complete remarks will be more Important to meeting of full 
National Committee. 

CARL WINTER was first .speaker of session and 
observed that manifesto of world conference of Communist 
Parties is extraordinary document and can be called, Communist 
Manifesto of contemporary period; It has; spelled out tasks, 
out look and perspectives .for the working .class as well as 
various forms of struggles taking place. It .brings up-to-date 
Marxist-Leninist theory in its application. to present period ♦ 
American capitalism is entrapped but with some elbow room 
which is getting smaller. As a result, American imperialism 
takes on aspects of desperation. In the next 25 years all 
Industry in the USSR Is to be automated which creates 
a new situation in approach to Communism* and as a result 
competition between :US and USSR will be "devastating." Economic 
situation in US will create great struggle and will become 
part of world-wide movement of people against imperialism. 

WINTER^ said CPUSA should look more ^deeply .Into 
these aspects In US and with new situation .shaping up, the 
economic struggle of American working class would take 
on new character, militancy and ^aspects that have not 
been seen for a long time. CPUSA must* learn how to relate* 
struggles In America to struggle of other peoples of world.. The 
enemy Is common and "we" must: find ways to make it =clear 
to American people and the working class. 

IRVING POTASH said he agreed with GUS*, HALL'S 
estimate of manifesto and said^he had been asked if 
manifesto does not signify revival of Communist International. 
POTASH said it is his: belief it says no and means no 

He said there are many statements in it which 
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would not be understood, either by Party or non-Party people- 
not familiar with historic background- of such statements and 
conditions. He said any statement by CPUSA must be care- 
fully annotated to guide those who want to • study it and 
remarked such statement should be widely circulated. 

GEORGE MEYERS described HALL'S report on manifesto, 
as a "profound document," 

BEN DOBBS discussed the CP's strategic aim of 
anti-monopoly coalition and how to deal with this on a political 
basis. DOBBS asked if "we" mean actually a transitional 
stage or do "we" just have "tongue in cheek?" He asked 
does the Party want to curb monopolies or do away with them, 
commenting that HALL'S report did much to clarify this. 
He regarded the strengthening of forces to curb monopoly as 
greatest contribution In fight for peace. 

CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT said question of anti-monopoly 
coalition and the strategic task of "our Party" is not 
necessarily main task at moment. He felt main need is to 
spell out concretely stages- and steps toward "our" goal 
and to realize that "we" may have to go up or down toward 
realization of goal of anti-monopoly coalition. LIGHTFOOT said 
nothing left CP more bereft of perspective than failure, of 
.progressive party in the forties to carry though broad aims 
set forth. He said the CP suffers, from a certain "mechanicalism" 
and he does not know how to overcome it. In his opinion, 
breaking of Dixiecrats is prerequisite to building of anti- 
monopoly coalition. He. said way to influence. Negro masses in. 
America is to have CP demonstrate in practice It will act 
as shield for those masses and. not try to influence them on 
basis of what Russians have done In. the past or are doing 
now. 

BETTY GANNETT recommended that CP, 1).. issue a 
statement regarding. manifesto; '2):. Issue guide for club 
discussion that would promote study of questions facing CP; 
3). education, committee should prepare a list of ideological 
and theoretical questions pertinent to the Party. 
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GUS HALL said the problem with the CP is the inability 
to work out ideological approach to win over American people. 
He believed the one unifying factor in winning over the 
people is anti-monoply question* HALL described the 
problem as not only American but applying also to colonial 
and newly independent countries* He said, ,! I hesitate to 
use word manifesto in connection with this resolution* . .a 
basic resolution is a more correct term for it, it*s role is 
better described and does not take away anything from it's 
power and strength." 

HALL recommended setting up a committee for 
ideological study of manifesto,, as well as commissions in 
specific fields, such as anti -monopoly, peace and problems 
of the Negro people, in order that concrete recommendations 
can be presented to CP National Committee . He said the 
question of Party program will await return of JAMES ALLEN 
who is presently on lecture tour of socialist countries 
and USSR and is expected to return in about one month. 

PHIL BART, as chairman, then called for vote of 
approval of HALL 1 s report and for committee as suggested 
by HALL to bring in recommendations. Motion carried 
unanimously. 

BEN DAVIS reported on national election, saying 
American people do not fully realize Negro people are 
majority of the world and there is no sense in trying to 
have peace and freedom in world without treating them as 
equals. Job of CP is to find tactical ways of driving home 
this point to American people. DAVIS said his report on 
election would have four parts: 1) ♦ statistics; 2). 
conclusions; 5). , perspectives; k) . few words on Party. 

With respect to statistics, DAVIS read from article 
in the "New York Times," 12/16/60, page 28, entitled, "Official 
Results of Election;" 5 He said election was setback for 
EISENHOWER policies, and reason for closeness of vote was 
due to the fact both candidates were cold war candidates and 
neither was satisfactory, and closeness denied mandate to 
KENNEDY. DAVIS said Negro people played decisive role in 
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election, and KENNEDY would not have teen elected without 
them. Three things in the vote stand out: ])• Negro vote 
was decisive in several southern states; 2) influence of 
Negro vote within working class was emphasized by 
participation «f KENNEDY in MARTIN OTHER KING case; 3) 
Influence of peace forces led by persons such as ELEANOR 
ROOSEVELT, ADLAI STEVENSON, and others. 

DAVIS then pointed out two "interesting" 
developments since election, renewed activity of 
EISENHOWER administration and new cabinet appointments. 
DAVIS described ADLAI STEVENSON, G. MENNEN WILLIAMS and 
CHESTER BOWLES as persons with a "new direction." He 
described appointments of ORVILLE EBKEMSN'j and 
ABRAHAM RIBICOPP and offer of appointment" to WILLIAM DAWSON 
as good indications and these show aew administration 
will be responsive to people's wishes. DAVIS pointed out 
these are only appointments, not decisive, and action of the 
administratioVlegislation and issues will be decisive in weighing 
its merits. He criticized appointments of DEAN RUSK, ROBERT 
MC NAMARA, and DOUGLAS DILLON, feeling it unfortunate that 
DAWSON did not accept, adding that7Negro should be in cabin*. 
He said THURGOOD MARSHALL would make better Attorney General 
than ROBERT KENNEDY. 

On civil rights, DAVIS said CP must take bolder 
position on broad united front basis, saying effort should be 
made to have second emancipation proclamation. DAVIS, in 
discussing Congressional lineup, felt coalition of Dixiecrats 
and Republicans would become stronger. He said it was 
important to develop indapendent mass action in connection 
with unemployment situation. DAVIS said the Party should 
also develop ideological campaign against anti-Communism. 
Session adjourned for lunch at this point and resumed at 
3V03 .p.m. 

JACK STACHEL presented analysis of election vote, 
commenting that vote in i960 was close to 69 million, an 
increase of 6 million over 1956. He said there was a turnover 
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of ten million votes since last such election, and that 
the significant thing was not the turnout, but turnover. 
STACHEL said the shift back from the Republican Party was 
attributed to Negroes and minorities, and represented 
coalition of the working class, Negro people, minorities 
and peace forces. He said vote of Trotskyites and minority 
parties reached 90 thousand in twenty states, adding this 
did not reflect on correctness of CP policy but Party should 
be aware of onesidedness of their policy. CP cannot be 
indifferent to these groups, as included in this minority 
vote are many workers vho in the past followed CP leader- 
ship. STACHEL urged immediate steps be taken in the fight for 
a new organization by the CP of left forces in order that 
the Party can work with them. The CP, he said, cannot 
allow Trotskyites and Socialist Workers Party to appropriate 
a field in which the CP was supreme in the past. 

CARL WINTER said the most important thing the CP 
can do is to emphasize correctness of its election statement. 
He said, however, the Party did not fight enough for that 
statement and, as a result, CP members were confused as to 
what it said and meant and whether it was line of CP. He said 
CP can make no greater contribution to clarity than to 
emphasize that election result confirmed correctness, without 
reservation, of the election statement which was issued by 
its National Executive Committee. WINTER said Socialist 
Party made it policy not to run ticket of its own and he 
regards that Party as much more significant political force 
on left in electoral field than Socialist Workers Party, Socialist 
Labor Party, or others . He urged the CP examine Socialist 
Party's election platform, which in some respects was 
model, and its political resolution, wherein the call for 
political realignment is close to fundamental position of the 
CP. WINTER called for energetic support of Senators CLARK of 
Pennsylvania, DOUGLAS of Illinois, and CASE of New Jersey, 
in connection with CLARK'S fight against retre* of Senator 
HUMPHREY who wants to make a deal with Dixiecrats . 

ANTON KRCHMAREK said Ohio CP had distributed ten 
thousand pieces of literature on various election Issues 
and helped sway labor vote. 
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GEORGE MEYERS perceived excelifent opportunity for the 
CP to exert pressure on KENNEDY to put pressure on Dixiecrats 
who had opposed him. 

EMANUEL BLUM said- election results in Indiana 
demonstrated labor's effect on the election. 

CLARENCE HATHAWAY opined KENNEDY had received 
mandate from Negro people and working class. He spoke of the 
need for new political party and saidit will come about in 
stages, emerging from united front activities and 
struggles on various levels. The CP has to stress the need 
to build left and progressive forces, without which the CP 
cannot reach the masses. 

HY LUMER said the result of the election means a 
shift from U-2 policy, that people who voted for 
Trotskyites did not know what that grouping stands for, and 
it is duty of the CP to talk to such voters and ascertain 
the reasons for such voting. 

TOM NABRIED reported that in Philadelphia, MARTIN 
LUTHER KING had a large influence with the Negro vote for 
KENNEDY there. NABRIED said the balance between the 
Republicans and Democrats is so close the Democrats will fall 
back before legislative pressure groups which will conflict 
with the Negro people's needs and this will mean development 
of different forms of mass action. He said much will depend 
on the role and leadership shown by the CP. 

GUS HALL said it is wrong political conclusion 
that the CP could have run candidates under any conditions, 
that the political atmosphere in America is such that 
where petitions are required for nomination, one will not 
get Communist candidates on the ballot. He added that even 
if they could place candidates, they should not, because those 
who sign petitions become victims of oppression. ARNOLD 
JOHNSON said the American people must have realized there 
was a great difference between candidates and this was 
reflected in the huge vote. The CP should emphasize three 
issues, these being ending of racial discrimination, unemploy- 
ment, and the threat of suicidal war. 
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Third Day^ Session - 12/18/60 

ANTON KRCHMAREK was elected chairman. 

> , BENJAMIN DAVIS gave report on Political Action and 
Electoral Policies of the CPUSA . DAVIS said some of 
formulations in original electoral policy statement were 
clumsy but did not affect basic line of the CP. The CP did 
help to clarify issues but during each election the confusion 
gets greater because the gap is narrowing between the two 
major political parties. The U-2 incident was a serious 
set-back to the Republican administration as millions of 
responsible people who support the cold war were appalled 
and embarrassed by it. Only the good sense and responsibility 
shown by KHRUSHCHEV and Russia prevented a war. 

DAVIS commented favorably on President-Elect 
KENNEDY'S cabinet, noting it contains liberals. 
DAVIS said KENNEDY is stupid and immature to have 
appointed his brother to the cabinet. DAVIS asked 
rhetorically, "What is he doing trying to make a clan out 
of the G.D; government?" 

DAVIS stated the CP will have an opportunity to run 
a strong candidate in Harlem in 1962, as ADAM CLAYTON POWELL 
has said he will not seek re-election. DAVIS suggested 
that if he were working full time in Harlem he would be in 
favor of running for Congress in 1962 with the help of 
well-known liberals. His report was unanimously approved 
and he and ARNOLD JOHNSON were selected as a committee to 
develop a program toward the possibility of having Negroes 
elected to Congress. 

ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN then arrived at the meeting 
and was introduced by GUS HALL. FLYNN said she was not going 
to give a lengthy report on the November 7th conference in 
Moscow because she felt it should first be taken up with the 
Secretariat. She said that whatever tributes were given to 
her while abroad were not given to her as an individual 
but rather because she is Vice-chairman of the CPUSA. She 
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stated, "Believe It or not the, CPUSA has a prestige which is 
almost incredible in the Socialist countries." Everywhere 
she went she felt the respect and regard for the CPUSA 
and this was very gratifying. She mentioned attending a 
reception in the Kremlin for all CP Secretaries attending 
the November Conference, and said that at this reception 
after toasting the Chinese, KHRUSHCHEV toa*ed PLYNN. 
KHRUSHCHEV spoke for fifteen minutes on the CPUSA and its 
problems which must be contended with and is. typical of 
American .imperialism. 

PLYNN then gave the following resume of the November 
7th Conference in Moscow. There were 22 parties from Latin- 
America in attendance. Following, the regular conference 
*they held their own conference and had a* very; fruitful 
discussion. At the main conference of all parties there 
was a sharp debate on whether or not the Soviet Union 
should be designated as the "head of the Socialist camp and 
head of the International movement." China favored' this but 
the Soviet Union opposed this. She said, "You would think 
China would oppose it and the Soviet Union be for it but 
it was just the reverse." It was decided to eliminate the 
characterization from the Manifesto It was a solid dis- 
cussion when 81 parties were present and of the 8l only one 
was completely out of line during the entire discussion. 
While it came into line at the endi nevertheless its 
attitude during the conference was very unfortunate. The 
Party in question is the Albanian Party. It wants the 
Soviet Union to aid it in going to war with Italy, Turkey, 
Greece and Yugoslavia. It was indignant at the Soviet 
Union and bitter towards the Soviet Union and KHRUSHCHEV 
personally.; It was rebuked by everyone, 

PLYNN said the big question now is whether China 
will abide by the declaration .PLYNN 1 s opinion is yes. 
According to PLYNN, China ! s attitude is that they do not 
think it can be done (apparently peaceful coexistence) but 
were willing to go ahead and try. PLYNN said the "New 
York Times" told lies concerning the conference. She. 
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pointed out the paper said the Latin-American and Cuban 
Parties were in accord with the Chinese view. Whereas 
the fact is they are solidly in accordance with the view 
of the Socialist camp. According to FLYNN, the declaration 
was discussed word by -word and whatever was in it has- to be 
in it.' Some of the final document was the result of 
compromise and in some instances are improvements on the. 
original document prepared by the Central Committee of the, 
Soviet Union. FLYNN said to the great disappointment of 
the enemy there was no split at the conference. However, 
there were moments when, there could have been but it was 
, prevented by the patience and understanding and willingness 
to compromise on the part of the CF of the Soviet union/. 

FLYNN remarked that without exception the CPSU is 
the most wonderful, party in the world. She described KHRUSHCHEV 
as a great man who's speeches are a. model, of objectivity. She 
said, "I came away with the. feeling we are a family. We 
belong to a great family. They accept the Parties as 
equals. Every Party is equal." 

FLYNN noted she had met. with leaders of Parties 
from all over the world and had the privilege of being 
chairman of meeting on the day KHRUSHCHEV spoke. She 
introduced him. 

FLYNN said all the material available to her 
in/Moscow showed CPUSA had correct line and was not 
waiting to get line from other Parties . Said the 
comments of the CPUSA are considered of great importance. 

IRVING POTASH reported on the meeting of the 
Trade Union commission CPUSA. Said commission, had recently 
discussed the development in the trade union movement. 
He said some of the special problems; considered were* the 
role of central labor councils and situations in steel, 
electrical and longshore industries. The objective of the 
CPUSA should be to get unions to organize the unemployed. 
The tendency of unions is to write off and get rid of 
unemployed. The CP should fight for the rights of the 
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unemployed to continue attending and voting at union 
meetings. The fight for the demands of the unemployed 
should be directed at federal and state governments through 
marches, mass demonstrations and mass lobbies. 

HYMAN LUMER as spokesman for the subcommittee 
concerned with economic program as pertains to the trade union 
field said committee proposes among other things the 
following: reduction of income tax of small income 
group; increase of government outlays for public works; 
extension of minimum wage benefits to all agricultural 
workers; increase of social security payments;' adequate 
federal aid to education. 

BEN DAVIS then reported on the New England 
District factfcnal situation. He said HOMER BATES CHASE 
rejected CPUSA line on election by saying OPUSA should 
boycott both presidential candidates. CHASE also violated 
party policy in other ways, therefore, it was found 
necessary to suspend him from position of District Organizer. 
At a special convention at which a new district committee 
was elected, CHASE was defeated as were his followers, a 
minority of five members of the State Committee. No one 
yet has been chosen to replace CHASE although consideration 
is being given to bringing in someone from outside the 
district . 

Chairman" KRCHMAREK called for a vote on a proposal 
to be submitted to National Committee to remove CHASE from 
CP membership. It was unanimously approved. 

HYMAN LUMER reported on the expulsion of 
ALEXANDER BITTELMAN, He stated the reason for expulsion 
was not solely the writing of an anti-Party book but also 
because of presistent violation of CP discipline. 

CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT spoke for the National Negro 
Commission. He said a conference on Negro work should be 
organized in every district between February 1 and March 
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15 t 1961. LOUIS WEINSTOCK called for greater response 
from the various districts for the WILLIAM Z. FOSTER 
birthday celebration. Meeting adjourned 3:32 p.m. 
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Nov. 28, i960

NY 2359-S* advised on 11/19/60, that on that 
date a meeting of the Negro Commission, CP, USA was held 
at CP Headquarters, 23 West 26th Street, New York City. 
Among those attending the meeting were : TOM NABRIED, TED 
EASSETT, WILLIAM PATTERSON, CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT, FRANCES 
GABOW, JIM TORMEY and GEORGE MEYERS. 

At the outset of the meeting, WILLIAM PATTERSON 
stated that, because of the security problem, the comrades 
were requested to avoid mentioning . names and to use 
the blackboard which was available. He said there would 
be two reports, one by Comrade BASSETT, on the elections and 
the role of the Negro people and one by Comrade LIGHTPOOT, 
who would give an analysis of the work of the Commission for 
the year and some new perspectives. 
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TED BASSETT then gave his report during 
which he mentioned the following : 

One of the main features of the election 
campaign was that the Negro voters reversed the 1956 
trend toward EISENHOWER and provided the narrow margin 
of victory for President-elect KENNEDY. This was true not 
only in the industrial centers of the North but in the 
South. The Negro vote was far and beyond, the margin of 
victory in South Carolina, North Carolina and Texas. 
Another feature was that there was no essential gains in Negro 
representation. The Negroes did not boycott the election 
but entered into the campaign within the framework; of the 
two party system. This was in. line with the analysis of the 
Party. The idea of executive action on. the part of the 
government is .being brought forth and emphasized, by almost 
all the Negro newspapers and. Negro organizations. What 
stands out is the increased activity of the Negro Movement 
in contrast to the decline, since- 1950, of the Negro-Labor 
Alliance. This is a weakness. 

There. was a struggle to write the platforms,, 
to elect the "big man" (KENNEDY) and the struggle to "cash 
in" in around Congress, There were -four (Negro) Congressmen 
elected and. thirty (Negro) persons elected to state 
legislatures and smaller representations won in the South, 
but there was no -essential change as far. as Negro representation 
is concerned. There has been only a token step toward 
NegrO representation. 

It was the NegrO vote that carried the state of 
South Carolina for KENNEDY and Negroes influenced 232 
Electoral votes in. northern states. 

Emphasis should be placed on building a new 
political party because as far as Negroes are concerned, 
they have difficulty in finding the* way within the two 
party system. "We" have to begin to build independent 
machinery and independent, development of the Negro people. 
There is a concentrated attack oh. Negro leaders, which is the 
whole fight around third party nominees in government. 
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A discussion period followed this report and 
CLAUDS LIGHTFOOT spoke and commended BASSETT on his report. 
LIGHTFOOT proposed that the National Committee (NC) permit 
BASSETT to present this material at the coming NC meeting, 
that BASSETT continue to work, on his report with the, view 
of writing a feature article for "The worker", giving the 
party l s analysis of the i960 election. 

LIGfTTFOOT also made the following comments ; 

The weight of the Negro vote, in the i960 
elections must be made to stand out. Registered Negro voters 
in the South is a new feature in modern politics. Politicians 
seeking office no longer need to seek a coalition with the 
Dixiecrats. Progress in the United States is tied; with the 
question, of defeating the Dixiecrats. 

The Steering Committee of the Negro Commission 
made a resolution that pressure be put" on. President-elect 
KENNEDY, that since 1963 will be the. 100th Anniversary of 
the Emancipation Proclamation, al Presidential proclamation^ 
be drafted stating that slaves still are not free and that 
executive action will be. taken to remove « any vestige 
of Jim Crow and segregation. Comrade PATTERSON Is working 
on this and it will be circulated among leaders all over 
the country. PATTERSON will, work to establish an. open 
letter which the CP will address to the President and which 
will be. put in all leading Negro newspapers in the country. 

TOM NABRIED, in his comments, mentioned the 

following : 

The Negro working class is an. organized part of 
the labor movement. The role of the Negro voter, especially 
in the South, has made for a new political alignment, "we" 
should give serious thought to what this means and' concentrate 
on. action in the South in certain areas. 
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Negro voters contributed; a major part in the election 
and pressure should be exerted to help gain "our" objective. 
The Negro must have contact .with other communities; They- can 
not remain in ghettos, otherwise, they '-will never get their 
share of Negroes elected. The Negro must have the right 
to move into any community. "Our" struggle, to elect 
Negro representation must continue. 

WILLIAM PATTERSON also spoke and stated that the 
Negro Question is the most complex question In the United States. 
Regardless of who won the election, only through pressure can 
"we" gain 'bui? objective. PATTERSON stated that it Is vital 
to get into mass movements, join conferences and," most 
important, to influence the leaders, before they get to these 
conferences. In order to gain "our" objectives, it is 
necessary to belong to the labor movement. Labor .and Negroes 
will gain what they want if they continue to work together. 

PATTERSON commented that in order to gain these 
objectives, they should have mass demonstrations at City Halls 
and State. Capitals and put pressure on them, to carry out 
their committments. Pressure should be put on Congress and 
the Administration to pass new laws as required and to 
enforce existing laws. 

MILDRED MC ADORY spoke- next and. said there is a 
need for an open independent role of the Party., The only 
way to run an election campaign is to run it on a year round 
basis and to begin now to get "our kind" of loose independent 
machinery set up. She said they should have a committee to 
fight on whatever Issues they decide to fight on and not 
allow themselves to be forced into. registering in the two 
major parties. She said that otherwise, they would never be 
able to move, ahead and make anything for themselves in the 
way of a third party. 
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MC ADORY commented that one of the best ways 
of reaching people In the Negro ghettos is on the question 
of old age, benefits , Many, Negroes have.mever been under / 
Social Security and will not be helped by the proposed bill. 
These questions should be raised with independent candidates. 
The people who signed the independent nominating petitions 
should be used as a core to force elected candidates to carry 
out the things "we" raised, Pressure must be put on the. 
Democratic Party in the North to take responsibility for 
what the; Democrats in the South do. The party must find the 
the reason why in a. Presidential election, the lowest number 
of Negroes registered. The Party should conduct a survey which 
should be done with the Party 1 s own questions. Since CASTRO 
came to Harlem, it has been easier to work with the Xatin 
American people and "we v have much more unity with them. 

PRANCES GABOW, in her comments, said that in 
Philadelphia, of the Negro population, 89 per cent of those 
who registered voted.; The high vote; , in Philadelphia resulted 
from the registration campaign, the trade union movement 
and the Negro people ! s movement as well as the Democratic 
Party. She said there is a widening £ift between labor and 
the Negroes, and that she did not believe they should limit 
their forces to the Democratic; Party. She said many people 
are dissatisfied and* are ready to walk out and that she. felt 
they should still consider running a third party. 

JIM TORMEY spoke next and made the following, 

comments : 

The closeness of the election Increased the 
position of the Negro* people and other minority groups. 
The possibility of alliances and united front; work exists 
among these segments of the population. The question of 
national conscience will grow in this country a;nd the Party 
has to work with this. 
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Increasing Negro representation should be the 
center of Party concern and consideration. The party must 
re-emphasize the necessity of Party forces, Negro and white, 
getting into mass organizations. Organizations must be 
developed In Negro and Negro fringe communities to realize 
the oossibility of Negro representation. Thought must be 
given by the Party to the development of coalitions against 
the Republlcan-Dixiecrat Alliance. One approach is the 
manner in which the Party develops solidarity movements between 
the North and South around the segregation and sit-in 
struggles. The Party must study the question of struggle 
against the Republican-Dixiecrat Alliance which will be the 
central aspect of the Party's struggle for a realignment, 
which can result in a breakaway from the two party system. 

TED BASSETT again spoke and reiterated the ineed 
for Negro representation and said they must £aymore attention 
to youth and must get In on the ground floor In local struggles 
He said they must enter all phases of struggles, must attempt 
to eliminate the Dixiecrats and must continue to build indepen- 
dent forces. 

WILLIAM PATTERSON next proposed that BASSETT' s 
report be accepted and it was accepted unanimously. The 
proposals made by CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT were also agreed to. 

CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT presented his report and explained 
that it consisted of two points: 1. an estimate of the 
work and iveaknesses of the National Negro Commission 
2. Some "out and out thinking*' on a plan of work for the 
Commission in 1961'. 
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LIGHTFOOT suggested that those* present reread 
the Negro resolution from the .Party. 1 s 17th National Convention 
and see where it needs strenthehing. He felt that following 
their next meeting a subcommittee should be established to 
draft a supplement to the resolution. He .said that one of the 
errors that needs strengthening is that the possibility of 
achieving Negro liberation has been enhanced far beyond 
what is prevalent in the present resolution. He urged that the 
resolution be examined and brought up to date with present 
currents and trends. He stated the resolution should 
spell out what is meant by saying that the Negro question. is 
still the national question. 

LIGHTFOOT, in his report, continued as 

follows : 

A contradiction , emerged from the election 
campaign between the role of the; Negro electorate in general 
and the fact that there was no substantial advancement in 
Negro representation. Negro freedom in America will be gained 
to the extent that Negroes have power and strength and "we" 
should work; for the establishment of their power and their 
sharing of power with other ethnical groups that make up 
the American body politic. 

A positive aspect of the ^commission is that, a 
group of comrades do get together and discuss things. More 
progress' would have been made if they had more money to 
work with. Steps should be taken to strengthen the Commission 
trven if it is on an Eastern Seaboard level so that it will 
function regularly. The Commission is lacking in terms of 
its composition and functioning. "We" should recommend to the 
Secretariat that the Labor and Organizational Secretaries 
participate in every meeting of the Negro Commission. Comrade 
GEORGE (MEYERS), who has the responsibility t<? the NC f or 
work in the South, should be on the Negro Commission. 
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Some of the things that the Commission worked on 
during the past year were: 

1. The waroh pn the conventions of the two 
major parties. 

2. The development of the National Negro Labor 
Council (Negro American Labor Council, NALC). 

3. Attempts to affect certain changes in the NAACP. 
The Negro Church 



In order to get the program over to the Party, 
four regional conferences were held, one on the Eastern 
Seaboard, one in the Midwest, one in Los Angeles and one 
in San Francisco, which included Seattle. 

The tiTO areas in which the Party made the most 
decisive contributions were the NALC and the march on the 
two conventions. If there were no Party forces in the NALC 
there probably would not be a NALC in existence at the present 
time. 

Another area of work which members of the 
Commission contributed to, tat which did not originate with 
the, Commission, was the decision to send .some Negro women 
to the Ghana Conference of African Women. Through the 
direct intervention of Party forces, sixteen Negro women 
from America went to Ghana and, although it cost $25,000, 
the Party spent only about two to three hundred dollars. 
Many of these women got trips to the Soviet Union. 

The Party also played a role in organising 
supporting action in the North with regard to the sit-in 
movement.

i960 represents an extension of mass work 
in the field of Negro work tout the Party has not grown 
in this period* The central perspective of the Party 
in 1961 should be the growth, consolidation and expansion 
of the influence of the Party, Instead of regional 
conferences, as in the past year, district conferences 
should be held* There should be concentration in all major 
districts* The situation now should allow for them to 
consolidate the Party 1 s influence in various communities, 
extend ties and influence with the masses and recruit 
new people in the Party. As an example, "we" have forty 
people registered in Harlem and on the East Side of 
Detroit, nothing* The same is true all over the country* 
"We" will determine who wants tp build the Party in terms 
of what "we" do and not by words* 

Under the conditions which* the, Jarty has to work, 
in America today, certain security measures must be taken 
tab what is real security and what is false security must 
be defined and methods of work which are self-defeating must 
not be adopted. Experience has shown that workers do not join 
the Party on the basis of just intellectual experience but 
join when they feel the party is an instrument for helping 
solve the problems they face. 

As an example of what can be done by known 
Communists in some organizations, a Section Organizer in 
Los Angeles went to Copenhagen, Denmark, for the World Peace 
Conference with credentials from two of the leading Baptist 
churches of that community* 

In addition to working in bourgeoisie lay 
organizations, "we" must seek out specific goals in each 
community through which a few known Communists can work 
with non~ Communists* 
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A new emphasis must be placed on the question 
of the Negro church because in the Negro church a Negro 
known Communist can work. His thinking on this question 
was greatly accelerated by PETTIS PERRY* who has been 
preaching this .for years. 

While in Los Angeles, he, LIGHTFOOT, met with 
a church club committee consisting of four comrades. One 
was the political action director of his church and another 
is political adviser to forty ministers. As a result of 
this experience, "we" have a church committee in Chicago 
based on three or four comrades who are "wheels in those 
churches." The church committee is getting out a year book 
in connection with Negro History Week as a tribute to the 
Negro church. 

The qxiestion of building the party in 1961*' 
should be the principal goal and should be directly connected 
to work within the bourgeoisie left mass organizations and 
finding addtional forms Of organizations in which known 
Communists "can begin to participate. 

NY 2359-S* advised that the meeting of 
11/19/60, then adjourned.. 

NY 2359-S* advised on 11/20/60, that on that 
date the meeting of the Negro Commission of the -CP, USA 
was continued at CP Headquarters, 23 West 26th Street, 
New York City. The chairman of this meeting was WILLIAM 
L PATTERSON and among those attending were CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT, 
JIM TORMEY, TED BASSETT, FRANCES GABOW, TOM NABRIED, JAKE 
GREEN and MILDRED MC ADORY. 

•At the outset of this session, JIM TORMEY was 
the speaker and said that the resolutions that had been 
mentioned needed discussion. He said a general discussion 
was necessary but th* this was not the time to do it. He 
mentioned the thirteen African nations coming into the 
United Nations and said that,r:even with present weaknesses, 
they could help to bring about a change in the relationship 
of forces in the Negro peoplete movement, based . on the 
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Inevitable shifting of forces that will take place. He 
stated (the whole idea< was to examine the international 
situation, to help the Party nationally. He called for a 
discussion on the economic impact on the Negro people's 
movement and stressed the need for the development of an 
action program. 

TOM NABRIEDwas the neat speaker and said they 
must not only correct personal errors but organizational errors. 
He said the correction of the organizational political move- 
ment would eliminate 'much of the personal errors. According 
to NABRIBD, the weakness ' of .the Party was the lack of 
knowledge about the party's weaknesses and contributions to 
the masses. 

PRANCES GABOW. also spoke and thanked LIGHTFOOT 
for inviting her to the .Commission meeting even though 
she is not a member. She praised LIGHTFOOIMs analysis of 
party work and discussed the question of , Negro women. She 
said this has been a weak point in the party, that the party 
has not probed into the character of the field of Negro women 
and has not made it possible for Negro women to participate 
actively in party work. She stated- that many Party Negro 
women find an active place in church work but not in Party 
work and that the Party is losing these people. 

. GABOW also felt that there is a need to rebuild 
the left progressive movements around the Party and felt 
there was .more need for using national comrades to go to 
areas, such as Pennsylvania, where the Party has been stripped 
of adequate leadership. 

JAKE. (GREEN) said the Commission must examine 
the role 1 of the Negro people's movement and what role the 
Party will play on a world-wide scale. He felt specific 
proposals should .be made to each district for action and, 
at the next Commission ?meeting, they should report on what 
had been done to further these .proposals. 
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MILDRED MC ADORY, In her comments, felt an open 
and truthful criticism of Party work was the only waysthe 
Party would grow. She said it was Important, that comrades 
work in left organizations and that it would be more effective 
if they worked in two or three such organizations rather than 
in a large number. 

MC ADORY mentioned that at a recent Harlem conference, 
it was discovered that many Negro comrades are concerned about 
security. She said it was decided to have an open Party 
headquarters there. 

TED BASSETT spoke and said he felt the party could 
solve its problems only to the extent that they could improve 
the relationships of comrades to the masses. He said comrades 
must show leadership in mass organizations but not necessarily 
by being in the top leadership. He emphasized that a Party 
member could approach and talk to many people in many different 
ways without coming out and saying that he is a Communist. 
He was for district conferences and felt the whole question 
of Jim Crow must be raised to a new level. BASSETT stressed 
the importance of the power held by the Baptist church and 
that the Party must work through this organization. 

WILLIAM PATTERSON spoke and made the following 

comments : 

There is a danger in building another organization 
and not the Party because this organization may destroy the 
Party. The weaknesses of comrades in mass organizations is 
the weakness of the party. The Negro struggle in the United 
States leads all others. It has the aspects of a liberation 
struggle but the leaders of those (Negro) organizations follow 
the foreign policy of the United States, in the main. This Is 
an Ideological challenge for the Party and "we" must produce 
material showing that they negate strong action by giving support 
to a government which will not protect "our" (Negro) rights under 
the Constitution or recognize our status as human beings. Negroes 
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have been blessed with the opportunity of fighting American 
Imperialism in the Western Hemisphere to a greater 
extent than anyone else. "We" can destroy any idea that 
there is any moral or ethical integrity attached to 
America's approach to Africa],, and South America. 

"We" must examine the general approach to mass 
organizations . "Our" approach is based upon sponetaneity 
and not of a long range character, especially with regard to 
their conventions. 

There has never been a better moment in history to 
move forward and build the Party. The Negro will accept 
freedom from any source. "We" can work through Negro freedom 
organizations everywhere. 

CLAUDS LIGHTFOO'S in his summation, said he wanted 
to make a few organizational proposals. He mentioned the 
adoption of the two proposals on the i960 elections on the 
previous day, one being that BASSETT's report would be given 
as a sub-report to the next meeting of the NC and the 
other being that this report would form the basis of a feature 
article for "The Worker", with -reprints to be made for 
circulation in Negro communities. 

LIGHTFOOT proposed that PATTERSON prepare a 
memorandum for the districts on the effort of the South to 
override and defeat the will of the people in respect to the 
election of KENNEDY. He also said that they should get 
the maximum amount of pressure on KENNEDY now relative to 
what is taking place in Louisiana and call for demonstrations 
in support of the struggle in New Orleans. V An emergency 
meeting of the Party Secretariat should be 'called to deal 
with the affair in Louisiana. LIGHTFOOT also proposed 
that the four Negro women on the NC, CHARLENE (MITCHELL), 
MILDRED (MC ADORY), JUANITA (WHEELER) and GERALDINE (LIGHTFOOT), 
get together with FRANCES (GAEOW) at the next NC meeting 
to work on the question of Negro women. He said that at the 
next meeting of the Negro Commission, he, TED (BASSETT) 
and PAT (PATTERSON) should be responsible for writing out 
the program for 1951. 
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LIGHTFOOT stated that they have not delivered : 
what they promised at the 17th National Convention and 
that he desired to plac§,as the central theme of the program 
for 1961, the building and consolidating of the Party* 
He said he felt It Is better to build on an Ideological basis 
with courses In Marxism than on a functional basis. 

LIGHTFOOT also stated that they must have new 
approaches to the building of the Party in the South and 
suggested that someone may have to go into the South to 
make contacts with Individuals. He said, eventually, they 
might be able to bring them into the Party as members-at-large, 
with the next step being to form clubs which, because of the 
widely scattered members, may meet only once or twice a 
year. He said they must also get In a position to influence 
the students in the South. 

LIGHTFOOT said that their principal alms in 1961 
should be: 1. To develop the growing anti-Imperialist 
consciousness of the Negro masses and defeat the foreign 
policy of the American Government as it relates to the colonial 
world. 2. Give a new dimension to the struggle for "freedom 
now 11 , which Is already present and show what must be done 
to get freedom. 3. Continue to work In the Negro mass 
organizations but give top priority to the penetration of 

the Baptist church. -LIGHTFOOT said that If they,. , > 
could do this they would have an instrument of struggle in 

the North to join with the similar one In the South In order 

to close the gap. He said he knew a lot of women comrades 

who are powers In their churches. 

LIGHTFOOT commented that the Instrument for carrying 
out the elemental program would be the district conferences 
In every district with three or four of the leading members 
of the Commission present. 

NY 2359-S* advised that following LIGHTFOOT' s 
activities, the reports and proposals made during the meeting 
were adopted.

JOB NORTH gave a report on Cuba and Latin America 
in which he quoted an article by ROSCOE DEUKMOND in the NY 
1 Herald Tribune of 11/30/60, to the effect that the consequences 
of exported castroism would bo the spreading Communist base 
in the Western Hemisphere, disunity among the American 
republics, disintegration of the Organization of American 
States, and a massive hemisphere-wide anti-US crusade which 
would make the violent attacks on Vice-president NIXON look 
like nursery stuff. 

NORTH continued as follows: The economic sanctions 
against Cuba are already causing suffering and impeding indus- 
trialization. Until the process of aid and trade from "the 
mother country— the socialist blocjc, the United Arab Republic, 
etc"., is in effect there is a real problem in Cuba with people 
pulling in their belts and suffering real hardships. There is 
an amazing confession and bare-faced statement in the "Wall 
Street Journal", that there are 50 to 70 thousand Cubans and 
spies and the building up of an invasion army. A person 
'described" as a leading Cuban businessman is quoted as saying 
that the .... .authorities "know what we are doing and go along 
with it". According to the "Wall Street Journal , an effort 
will be made to establish a bridge-head in Cuba aud a Free Cuba 
declared and they call on the US for help. 
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The potentiality, of support that can be gotten 
on thi3 issue can be seen by the mass meetings that this 
organization (blackboard) has held with a minimum of organiza- 
tion — 1,500 in Chicago, in NY 700 at the Renaissance in Harlem 
(Renaissance Casino, 150 W« 138th St.) 

JOB NORTH A monthly bulletin is gotten out by 
them (blackTJoarSJ* *£hey have a pamphlet on Cuba> in which 
they say thai; the Cuban people are alert to the fact that 
any aid given to them by the Soviets is for the purpose 
of making Cuba a satellite and that Cuban people will 
not follow the pattern of STALIN and KHRUSHCHEV, but more 
in the pattern of LENIN and TROTSKY* The role of the 
Trotskyites is well-known to the leading figures • They screen 
members as rigorously as any kind of a reactionary -a?s^&«9$}&on, 
and the fact that- they charge $5*00 per head in not destined 
to make that a sa^ss organization. They ar* intellectuals with 
no ties with the labor movement or the Negro peoples movement. 
When the meeting was held at the Renaissance (150 W. 138th St.) 
I am told there were 700 there and only a handful of Negroes 
in spite of the fact that Cuba is 50# non-whitej c I think 
we should re-establish a periodical which deals with Latin America. 

We had such a periodical for many years. I think that somebody 
must devote moaCL of his time to this committee(on Latin America); 
Otherwise I ! m afraid we will continue to lag. 

PHIL HART: The "Wall Street Journal" states that 
people who are "recruited into this interventionist force can- 
not leave the area in Miami until they are ready to ship them 
to prevent spies from operating. It s s like a foreign government 
operating on American soil with American approval. There are 
many times the number of Cuban refugees in Miami as there were 
Hungarian refugees. An article in the "Nation" stated that 
the United States leaned one million acres of land to be used 
as a training ground in Guatemala. There is a lot of material 
coming out in connection with Cuba by so-called friends of 
Cuba against Communism. So it's not Just a question of our 
entering into this committee now in existence ♦ That is very 
important and very essential and our being squeezed out of 
it is a very serious question, but we: rare also faced with an 
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attempt to suppress Communism in Latin America. The Secretary 
of the Mexican Party is now in jail for four months and there 
was no reaction in this country. It is not just his committee 
that is important. There are certain public figures that are 
associated with Latin- America such as CARLTON FIELDS, Whether 
they are members of this committee or not, they are part of this 
thing and take part in meetings such as the one in Jersey a 
week ago and meetings in Chicago, Cleveland, etc. So when 
you talk to college students about the committee, it's not the 
committee that is important, it's CARLTON FIELDS, C. WRIGHT 
MILLS and other people who are publicly known as progressive 
intellectuals. Students see their books and writings and:know. 
that they lecture in various cities. But, I do think we have 
to work in this committee. It's difficult because of the 
screening. Some people who made application and paid their 
money didn't get membership cards. I did get my membership 
card. I think a number of people must become active in this 
committee. It's true that they don't call meetings, that it 
is bureaucratic, it's true that they don't involve the people, 
etc.; but, they constantly make appeals for participating in 
various committees; speakers, mailing, and raising funds. 
If we can get in, we can become a part of that. We should try 
to expose this thing in Miami. (The build-up of an invasion 
force ) . 

It is believed the commit&aa referred to by BART 
is "The Fair Play for Cuba Committee. " 

WILLIAM PATTERSON : OUr responsibilities have grown 
but our activities have not., It's almost criminal that there 
isn't a Latin American Commission that is constantly collecting 
material and making concrete proposals for ideological and 
programmatic activity, 

IRVING POTASH ; American imperialism will not be 
able to do in Latin America what it has done in the past. 
The sending down of the fleet is a very important test. If they 
can get away with that, the danger will be much greater. 
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An international affairs committee has got to be set up 
immediately with a responsible head who will work on Latin 
America. The entire international affairs committee does 
not have to be set up today* but we should set up the Latin 
American branch, Also we should decide today that this committee 
should reinstate the publication. I understand that there is 
available an apparatus for this; the finances are not important, 
m developing a movement of protest there should be cone erntrat ion 
on students and Negroes primarily, but not exclusively because 
here we will encounter the best possibility for immediate reaction, 
and whatever movements develop here will stimulate movements 
in other directions such as trade union, etc. We should have 
public protest demonstrations, demands for withdrawing the 
fleet, and problems of this kind such as expressions against 
intervention similar to the movement we had against intervention 
in Nicaragua. Our youth should be directed to concentrate on 
developing these movements. These movements do no necessarily 
have to develop through this committee that re were talking 
about but can develop independently and will find fertile ground 
among the students for public expressions of protest. 

ARNOLD JOHNSON stated he had been advised that the 
Quakers were preparing a statement to KENNEDY or new Secretary 
of State requesting the KENNEDY admin&tratlon immediately sfend 
a personal representative to Cuba to try to alter the relation- 
ship and to appreciate what Cuba is. He stated the party should 
look more carefully at the position of STEVENSON on Latin America. 
He added that more and more organizations were moving into the 
"Pair Play for Cuba" scene and the Party needs a "loosening up 
attitude" Toward the promotion^ f this "varity of groupings . 

/ BART stated he had discussed it with New York and 

it had been proposed he be Chairman, but he felt due to the 
work involved someone be given this assignmettfe^ who can devote 
full time to it. (It is noted that the security of the black- 
board was utilized and the informant was unable to determine 

y the composition of the committee). 

v prom the discussion the informant believes that JOE 

NORTH was instructed to act as Chslrman of the committee tempor- 
arily until such time as the Latin American Commission is 
organized (in the near future) and this matter will be taken up 
again at that time. 
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DAVIS stated the Party must take a long look at the 
Trotskyites. They have no strength in any colonial or semi- 
colonial country except Ceylon, but they are making a powerful 
bid to get a toe hold in Latin America and to become the 
spokesmen of the whole Latin American Revolutionary Movement. 
DAVIS felt this would require some long range thinking and 
ideological campaigning by the Party on the whole question of 
"Trotskyism during this period". 

HALL stated the ne:st point on the agenda is New York. 
He said the conference that was held in New York recently had 
some "impermisible speaker J 1 He stated ABE*s (UNGER) speech was 
the speech of a completely irresponsible person as it was vicious 
and anti-Party. JOE EDLEMAN and PAULY (ROBESON) both gave poor 
speeches. While there were some honest comrades at the conference, 
they were not aware of what was going on,, and there was not one 
healthy speech that came forward in defense of the Party and 
Party policy. This goes directly back to the atmosphere that 
has been created and for which the leadership must take the 
responsibility. The poison of factionalism has penetrated very 
deeply, so that the comrades can't look at the problems in a 
positive fashion. The infection of this poison has not stopped, 
but has been stepped up as shown by the continuous slandering 
and vilification of the Party leadership. This element is out 
to destroy the Party and the leadership cannot just sit by and 
accept this. This nonsense must be stopped. The Board meeting 
is tomorroi* night and the State Committee meeting is Saturday 
and Sunday. I propose that the State Committee be opened up 
with a political report by CLARENCE (HATHAWAY) which would 
include three features: 

1. A political summary of developments and happenings 
of the NY Party in the main fields such as "Struggle for Peace", 
"Negro Eights" and "Trade Union3." 

2. A presentation, in concrete form, of steps for 
the next three months for the Party tasks. 

3# The projection of the organizational direction 
of the Party to meet these developments and the personnel question. 
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BILL (FOSTER) said that he not only agrees with 
the political content of the report {given previously by KALL); 
but agrees fully with the tone of the presentation all the way 
down* He felt he had gotten a more complete picture than 
before and has shifted his thinking on the status of the Party 
and feels "We 11 are making headway on many questions* 

On the organizational question let us first deal with 
the structure. The overall direction has been adopted and 
now must be supplemented and the following are suggested for 
adoption: 

1. The (NY) Staff cease to exist as a regular body 
of the Party as it usurps the powers of the Board. Staff 
meetings 3iould be called only for special mobilizations of the 
Party . 

2. One immediate structure policy should be that 
there is one State Staff in whatever full timers there are, 
they are State paid and State officers. One of the main 
obstacles in the past was the fact that the counties had their 
own bank books and financial independence. There should be 
one central treasurer and one payroll. 

3« A commission or something should be set up 
to deal in a responsible fashion with the question of whatever 
reorganization has to take place so there is a realistic approach 
and there is no premature d^spansion. 

Concerning possible changes in NY leadership, and 
speaking about full-timers, GUS -HALL suggested the following: 

CLARENCE (HATHAWAY ) remain as Chairman. 

PAT (WILLIAM PATTERSON) retain the same title and 

assignment. 

BETTY (GANNETT) as Organizational and Educational 
(Secretary). 

MII/T (ROSEN) in charge of basic industrial concentration. 
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and a variation to consider la -^question of EVIE (WIENER)' 
In charge of press, or ln<}charge of administrative problems 
Including press and finances, and literature. 

Manhattan should be split in two, so non- full-timers 
can get 31s guidance, EVIE (WIENER); in that case, in charge 
of.sne half of Manhattan. Consider JOE BRANDT in some form 
or other as a non-full-timer to draw him in, possibly for 
Manhattan or as an industrial non- full-timer. BILL( ALBERTSON) 
and ARKO&DB (JOHNSON) should be considered for different 
assignments. JOHNSON possibly in the peace field, and ALBERTSON 
possibly defense or The International Publishers. 

I have some very serious criticisms about BETTY 
(GANNETT), especially on the question of her subjectivity. 
She does, not have to constantly feel she is being destroyed. 
It would depend on this weakness whether she would emerge 
as a force or not. 

MILT (ROSEN) should be In a position where his 
strongest features can be utilized to make a dent in. the 
concentration field. It will take a vigorous struggle and- 
persistence. MILT has that, and In that field, he would be 
used In the best possible position. 

EVIE (WIENER) has a weakness on policy and political 
line. She has not been a positive force in the last year. 
EVIE has a good spirit and is honest. She has administrative 
ability and should be used. She will develop and can be a 
positive force. MILT (ROSEN) will grow, mature, and learn, and 
the Party has to have patience with himi 

JACK STACHEL 

He agrees with HATHAWAY 1 s report. He feels that 
ALBERTSON should be eliminated from leadership at this time 
and given another assignsnut, also BETTY GANNETT should be 
given another assignment. 

He says that WILLIAM L. PATTERSON should' have the 
title of State Secretary and both CLARENCE HATHAWAY and PATTERSON 
be given additional work. The State Organization could be 
Included in work of State Secretary. 
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BEN DAVIS 



I still have serious disagreements with GUS HALL. 
I feel fundamental situation in district is not one of 
opposition to line of the Party. I agree with GUS HALL that 
back biting, slander, gossip, etc., must stop. On ABS UNGER - 
he should be invited in and given our collective opinions 
and put in a position where his ideas are not acceptable to 
other comrades. The State Committee and State Board should 
make their own decisions and policies' and not wait for the 
National Center to make all the decisions and pass them down 
to the State to carry out. We must ascertain what the New 
York Party has done in carrying out the line of the Party in 
mass work and trade unions. We must cut out questions which 
do not iiterest the masses. 

BEN DAVIS s&id the New York Party has to regain a 
certain stature in relationship to the rest of the Party in 
the country. If we don't do that, then we are not going to 
get anywhere. A big question throughout the Party is the 
implementation of the line the Party has adopted. 

We must demonstrate a confidence in the New York 
Party. Also, we must have a self -critical attitude. We 
cannot build confidence among comrades in the New York Party 
unless we also demonstrate a confidence in them. M!y opinion 
is that one of the best elements to doing that is to let them 
elect their own leadership with our held and guidance. 

On some of the proposals concerning the county and 
the, specific task of comrades, I think we should take GUS 1 
report not so much literally, but as a guide to action. I 
feel that MIMI (FRBIDLANDER) has got to go. I feel that 
BILL (AIBERTSON} has got to go, and by that I don't mean go 
out of the Party or anything like that, but a change of work. 
GUS 1 ideas around the question of BILL for International 
Publishers or New Century appeal to me very much. BILL AIBERTSON 
is very, capable although I have plenty of sharp criticism of 
BILL. 
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We are going to have to think in New York much 
more about how we can begin to supply cadres to other parts* 
We are going to have to think of how we can release some 
people and where they haven f t got family problems or kids, how 
we can make them available* Regarding JIMTORMSZ and BETTY 
GANNETT, I don't know* Maybe they could be better elsewhere* 
I think it would be better for BETTY to be in the school rather 
than in administration* BETTY has capabilities but she has 
had a long time to overcome her weaknesses and I don s t see 
her overcoming a single one* I worked a while with BETTY 
"down there" and every weakness she ever had has come back, plus 
her subjectivity about how she was kicked around before rfae 
was brought back into the Party* [ 

On the other proposals OUS made, I agree with the 
exception of one* I am against CLARENCE (HATHAWAY) remaining 
In his present position* CLARENCE has been a disappointment, 
not personally, but insofar as his past as Chairman of the 
Party in New York* I think also that CLARENCE has a serious 
health problem* CLARENCE is a very good comrade. I don f t 
think that CLARENCE has taken the proper Initiative In a 
very serious situation. Also, CLARENCE told members of the 
State Board that we had never discussed any questions of 
personnel with respect to leadership in New York* That is not 
true. The first report CLARENCE made when he came here, to 
the Secretariat, he said he did not see how MII/T (ROSEN) and 
EVIE (WIENER) and ESTHER (CANTOR) could remain in the leadership 
of the Party in New York. When CLARENCE made a report 'at the 
State Staff, at which I was present, CLARENCE said that he 
thinks that the leadership has to be changed even if we have 
to have a special convention* But when he comes to the State 
Board, CLARENCE never said anything like that, but told the 
comrades there has been no ideas expressed by him on the 
questions of leadership and that it has elements of dishonesty 
in it. The State Board and State Commitee should have been 
apprised of CLARENCE 1 s statement. CLARENCE, you have not been 
two sided in this whole situation* In many cases, what you 
have to say about MII/T and EVIE and ESTHER, there 1 s been a lot 
of justification. I many not agree, but I don ! t see how anybody 
can lead the Party in New York without a initial estimate of 
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the comrades* But, no initial estimate ( by CLARENCE ) of 

BILL and BETTY and these other comrades, and their responsibility 

for factionalism in New York. 

I think you need a change* I think you want a 
very decisive leadership in the most decisive district. 

Relative to myself, I do not want the Chairmanship 
of the New York Pa??ty. There's a certain guy out in southern' 
California who ought to be a natural for a state leader of 
the Party somewhere* The best way to correct a situation which 
I think was a mistake, is that I should go back to Harlem* 
When I came to the center I think that comrades, not including 
GUS, figured that the best way to correct the situation in 
New York was to get me out of New York* BILL and BETTY and 
JIM were among the comrades who wanted that* 

The Party won't declare me "off limits*" I am too 
much a part of the life of the city* 

With respect to PAT (WILLIAM PATTERSON), I have 
different ideas. PAT has a certain project In mind which ho 
hasn ! t discussed yet* I would rather think of PAT In some 
national capacity > and do some of the brilliant public relations 
work \7hich PAT can do nationally and to some extent internationally* 

I would propose that I transfer the center of my 
work to HARLEM* I would take responsibility for the Negro 
work In New York, basing myself in Harlem and really trying 
to produce something and begin to slowly create and build a 
cadre (ph) and a base for the Party* heart is in trying 
to take advantage of certain unique qualities (I possess) 
to really produce something for the Party and give a good dem- 
onstration of what can be done* If It can't be done, we should 
know that too. 

IRVING POTASH 

I think there Is reason to hope that after the 
discussions that we have there might be created a collective 
leadership In New York that would really get down to work*

About the. remarks that BEN made, I think if 
carried to their conclusion it would create a very critical 
situation. I see here a dismissing of the whole discussion 
that has been going on as- if it has no meaning. 3f that's 
an estimate of the rest of us that BEN has, then I would 
say either we are "entirely off" or BEN is. Both can't be 
correct. 

The Legisifcive Chairman of the biggest county openly 
and flagrantly carries on a position opposite to the electoral- 
line of the Party, and he gets up at the meeting and makes a 
scurrilous attack on the leadership of the Party. When he 
finished his report we walked out. 

POTASH continued to' assail DAVIS 1 characterization 
of the CP, NYD as having failed to have any worthwhile work. 
He defended HATHAWAY 's leadership as satisfactory considering;, 
the strife-torn situation in which he had to work. 

POTASH condemned the idea that district organizers 
and district committees comprise "autonomous" organs free of 
any control by the National Office. He stated that in 
socialist parties each district may well be an "independent 
petty kingdom". 

He stressed that the Communist Party is not a 
socialist party and will not tolerate the existence/such 
petty kingdoms. He defended the right of and the need for 
the national leadership to have a voice in choosing district 
leadership and in directing district affairs. 

POTASH opposed DAVIS becoming Chairman of CP, NYD 
and stated that BEN's failure "to play his full role in NY, 
particularly in the Negro field, could in no way be attributed 
to HATHAWAY. He stated that DAVJS, already redding at and 
working in NY, can successfully play his role in NY and in 
Harlem in partic\3ar, without becoming Chairman of CP, NYD. 
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WILLIAM PATTERSON 

He generally agreed with GUS' outline of organizational 
changes. He stated that the weakness of NY could in no way 
be called a failure of HATHAWAY 's, rather the entire national 
leadership deserves the blame for not having definitely 
resolved the situation long before now. 

Regarding specific personalities > PATTERSON s&id 
the following: 

1. BEN DAVIS has a part to pfey in Negro work 
and can play it providing he, in Harlem, will work with 
CLARENCE as co-Chaittasrt in NYD. He called upon DAVIS "To 
galvanize this £ew York Negro leadership, particularly in 
Harlem, around himself in the building of the Party line, 
in the building of the auxiliary organizations that are so 
necessary, such as the Afro-American Negro .Heritage Organization 
and others. He noted that the CP in New York " finds its main 
anchor in Puerto Rican and Negro work". 

2. MILT ROSEN, despite his improper attitudes in 
the past "is needed" because of his capabilities and his 

tremendous energy." 

3. BETTY GANNETT is capable and her tendencies 
toward "bureaucracy" and "subjectivity" possibly stem from 
her "insecurity". He suggested that if BEN would cease his 
attacks on her and agree to wprk with her, that BETTYS 
insecurity might be overcome and her subjectivity be changed. 

4. Regarding Negro Work, he feels he "Still has 
a lot to contribute to the Party" and is willing to become 
Chairman of the Negro Coamission if the CP leadership collectively 
selects him. He stated that "Africa" provides the CP with 
"great opportunities" in its? struggle "to effect certain changes 

in the attitude of the Negro". 
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BILL ALBERTSON should be in International 
Publishers where his "drive" and "administrative ability" 
can assist that organization "to play the role it could 
play in the American field" ♦ 

6, ARNOID JOHNSON'S ataity to deal with people, 
especially non-party people, could bring along the work in 
the peace field "at a rapid pace". 

JOHNSON stated that regarding State Committ&s ■ 
Meeting; bear in mind this meeting is called around reorganise 
ation and we can't let discussion get diverted* 

Regarding elections: We have to analyze a degree 
of confusion developed on how to vote, I agree with GUS 
regarding ABE UNGER ! s speech, but he was the strongest advocate 
of a vote for KENNEDY, He felt not voting was a half vote 
for NIXON, The unity of the party is essential to the ability 
of the party to fulfill its role and this unity is not abstracted 
from political situations, but related to political situations. 
We need to develop more, the party of action in our thinking. 

Regarding organizational proposal; As GUS said 
there ig no prospect of one set of proposals satisfying every- 
one. There must be a combination of, in em statement of 
things, confidence in the party in NY and/tfie same confidence 
in reasons for national concern about the Party in New York, 
You must be careful in reorganising that ycu don ! t "wind up" 
with a federation of clubs instead of a federation of state. 

Regarding Personnel proposals: I feel BEN should 
be Chairman of NY, but I propose that within a combination of 
things, I believe there ought to be a new set of relationships 
between nation: and state that ovorlap in several fields. Do 
we need the high number of personnel nationally and a tendency 
to duplicate on a state scale? The organisation within the 
state could be handled by a couple of persons aM a combination 
of flational with state on many others, BEN should be chairman 
due to the £r£t CLARENCE 1 s leadership has not pulled the 
Party, Also the state needs more than a temporary outlook and 
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this is what CLARENCE has due to his health, a couplS of 
years and he'll have to riep out. Health is a problem that 
must be faced, CLARENCE has been forced to call off meetings 
due to his health, BEN should be National Secretary and NY 
Chairman. IRVING should have more responsibility in NY trade 
unions in cooperation with MH/T. HY (LUMER) should have 
more responsibility in NY education work. Using volunteers 
in the counties you could get it dotn to about three psople 
in NY as NY personnel and the others overlapping from the 
nations?*. Regarding the school for BETTY: I don«t think much , 
of it, but she does work a great deal at that subject and it 
may be an easier answer* both for BETTY and for getting the 
school off the ground, but I do warn about her subjectivity, 
it is unpredictable. She is a great organizer, but she is 
also known as a "great Bureaucrat" and she is. such o"checker 
upper" of things out side the field 1 that I'm afraid we ! ll find 
ourselves not exactly with the person that we are asking for. 
There is no simple solution. Regarding PAT (PATTERSON), as 
soon as he is on some pro ject of interest to NY he 1 11 thing of 
a dozen people out of town and pretty soon- he's on the road. 
Jty whole feeling is that there should be a certain kind of 
National - State relationship partly because of what we should 
do insofar as our relationship with other cities. As for myself, 
it is no secret that I desired to be Chairman of NYD right 
after the National Convention and was asked by just about 
everybody at different times. I think I can handle the jofc, 
but I am mindful of one thing, and that is that any person who 
is Chairman of NY must have the full confidence of the National 
without which it would be very difficult. Lacking that I 
would never suggest myself for State Chairman. The answer 
to the future is involved and I suggest that we hold off and 
review it for the time necessary to work out what the assignments 
might be. I don't want to work in any situation based on semi- 
confidence. Regarding CLARENCE I think he would make a good 
editorial writer for the "Daily Worker" and its too^bad we 
don't still have it. There should be an alternative to a 
proposal of this type. We should not proceed on the score of 
our own personalities subjectively or otherwise. I *oven 
considered proposing LOUIS WBINSTOCK for Chairman and'* I feel 
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he would be a far better choice than CLARENCE, There's -got 
to be a more rounded approach, I will still argue that BEN 
would be best, 

PHIL BART 



I think we should focus on certain questions. 
These aiti- Party screwballs like U1IGER are dangerous to the 
Party. Accusations that we have a revisionist National 
leadership have to be fought. The main reason we are not 
just to discuss the NY Party leadership, but because of certain 
political developments that have taken place during the last 
year which are indicated in the form of the conflict and 
which raised the whole question of leadership. This has 
been the consistent line of struggle against the line 6£ 
the National Committee, Comrades have a perfect right to 
disagree on various questions, but when you have a consistent 
position at meeting after meeting then you must raise the 
question as to why. We not only had criticism generally., 
but criticism of the line and the approach, That?s the 
Important thing. Otherwise we are only guessing and will 
divert and get away from this central question. Recommendations 
are being made specifically here. That doesn't mean that 
certain comrades are correct. We don't want to create a 
situation where certain comrades are eliminated as punishment 
for being wrong. You want to create a situation where you 1 re 
going to present a criticism and demand the comrades participate 
to * establish a line once and for all*that can ! t be debated, 
and to mature the comrades through the struggle. We've all 
had that experience and we ;;ant to train young comrades by 
struggling against their ideas that are wrong. The main 
point I want to make ds that ve must fight the political 
gossip that is going around the Party and must struggle 
for Party unity around the Party line, There will be some 
confusion and misunderstanding but not on the part of 2e&4£ftS 
people. Concerning CLARENCE, the Important thing is that he 
Is the best equipped mtn for the Job. Any change at this time 
could only be for political reasons and there is no political 
reason to make a change. 
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CLARENCE HATIIAWAY 



Every effort must be made at the State Committee 
meeting to bring the question of the NY leadership to an end 
and bring constructiveness to work of the Party, Party work 
must be dwelled upon so out of the State Committee meeting 
there will grow a conviction thatt&o struggle is ended; that 
questions of policy have been cleared up; that factionalism is 
ended in the district, that the line presented by GUS (HALL) 
to the conference is and must be the approach to work in the. 
district, and of highlighting those in a positive way. Growing 
out of that we should go into a surcmary of the political 
situation and positive policies of the Party for the nest 
Immediate period. There has to be one Party, one line, and 
one leadership as the basis for carrying on Party work. 

Expsessed his willingness to serve the Party as 
State Chairman. Concerning health, HATHAWAY stated that 
during the last nine months he has carried on as fully as 
anyone else in NYD. The internal struggle in NY has done more 
to him than any physical exertion or health problem. 

There has never been anything dishonest; in my 
relations with the Party, and the comment that I have no 
outer approach to the masses is ridiculous. In everything 
I have done and said there has been an approach to the masses, 

A broad mass approach is essential to the building 
of the Party and bringing forward the vanguard role of the 
Party, 

Maintained when I came intc the NY leadership, 
and still do, that leading the NYD without BEN (DAVIS) would 
be impossible, and saw him as the heart of the district. On 
the part of myself and NY leadership there never has been any 
resistance to BEN DAVIS. There was a willingness and 
anxiousness on my part that BEN participate because without 
him the Party cannot unite the Negro comrades in New York 
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particularly those In Harlem, and Involve them in Party 
mass work. Thepe is no basis for the position of BEN 
DAVIS* He can be part of the Negro leadership in NY to 
the fullest extent that he is ready. DAVIS is a member of 
the State Committee and as such -can participate to a 
greater extent than he has. 

As to myself as Chairman, 1 can lead the Party 
in NY and believe I could give leadership in the Trade Union 
field as head of a Trade Union Commission or as an active 
participant on it. 

It is necensary for PAT (WILLIAM ^PATTERSON), 
for this immediate period, to remain in the NYD. He has 
a very positive and important role to play In NY. 

BETTY (G/iHJOT?)^ as for as her ability is concerned, 
she is most qualified from the viewpoint of experience and 
ability to do the job. Difficulty arises from problem of her 
subjectivfcy. If internal situation 1& district is overcome 
and we come out of the State Committee meeting with a united 
leadership on the basis of the Party line, that in itself 
will do away with 90# of the factors that have contributed 
toward subjectivity on her part. 

CLARENCE HATHAWAY siad "he was willing to accept 
the proposals (of HALL) and try to unite this core if 
comrads 

GUS HALL felt the problem has, been presented 
correctly and his proposals lT lean backtrard in placing hlfch 
hopes of confidence in the comtfaSes*" .The proposals must 
be "seen as a compromise basea on high hopes. 

CALUDB LIGHTFOOT felt a "shifting of gears" was 
necessary to break-up the factionalism....... He objected to 

placing PATTERSON as State Secretary because he is more 
valuable in Negro work throughout the country as a whole. 

BEN DAVIS felt there was criticism of Milm by 
amplication where he was not mentioned for State Secretary 
and he would like to have it said openly. 
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PATTERSON felt he could make a much better 
contribution in Negro work if he were not tied to ITx 
State, 

CLARENCE HATHAWAY 

He indicated that previous conversations he has 
had with MII/T (ROSEN), &VIE (WIENER), BILL (AHBERTSON), B35TTY 
(GANNETT) and JIM (TORMEY ) have convinced' him that they are 
generally prepared to accept the NY Staff reorganization 
changes. HATHAWAY proposed that the reorganization plan 
be presented to the NY State Commit&oas reprcoenttrsg the 
decision of NY State Board, 

CLAUDE LIGKTPOOT 

He proposed that leading comrades do not accept 
nominations from the floor at the State Committee meeting. 

HATHAWAY remarked that those eliminated from the 
State Staff will continue to be members of the State Committee 

GUS HALL called for a vote on "the proposals as 
given 11 , and inasmuch as only PATTERSON vras heard to abstain, 
apparently the proposals were so carried* 

On the question of postponing the National Committee 
meeting, HALL indicated that that is a possibility and will 
be decided by NEC members themselves in the near future. 

CLAUDE LIGHTPOOT requested that both he and TED

DOBBS represents the Southern California 
District of the CP on the NC and holds the position 
of Executive Secretary of that district. 

Ke continues to be the "legman" for 
DOROTHY HEALY, Chairman of the district. His main 
interests are .centered around functions of the district, 
and the welfare of the "Peoples World", the V7est coast 
Communist newspaper. 

D0B3S friendliness towards his. Negro 
comrades has been questioned and recent controversy 
in the district concerning white chauvinism has not 
helped DOBBS popularity with, the Negro comrades. 

FLYNN, ELIZABETH GURLEY 

FLYNN is an at large member of the NC and" holds 
the title, of Vice ffiiairman of the CP, USA. 

PLYNN recently returned from an extended 
trip abroad, during which time she attended the November 
Conference in .Moscow of Secretaries of all the CPs of the 
world as a delegate, of the CP, USA. There have been indications 
that by reason of her trip and contacts she has made, she is

FRIEDLANDER, MIRIAM 

FRIEDLANDER is a member of the NC representing 
the New York District. In the reorganization of the New 
York State CP, it was decided that FRIEDLANDER would be 
•dropped from the State Payroll as a full time employee 
but would retain her position as Bronx County Organizer. 

GERSON. SIMON W. 

GERSON is an at large member of the NC. 
He continues to be active In his employment With Af ton 
Tours, and was recommended as a member of a committee to 
arrange a four to five months tour of the US for ELIZABETH 
GURLEY FLYNN upon her return from Russia. He is relatively 
inactive with regard to local and national CP affairs.

in September, i960, HAALAND indicated that 
he recently received a document from the National Office 
which concerned certain Party policy. He stated that he 
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disagreed with most of it, although he acknowledged that 
some of the material was good* He stated that he had 
written a long .letter to the National Office concerning 
the matter and asked that its policy be reviewed . HAALAND 
complained that he was completely ignored in this instance 
as he has been on other matters ♦ He stated that it was 
his belief that there are not as many Party members as 
the National Office would seem to indicate and that he 
believed that very little recruiting was actually being 
done, HAALAND has remarked that he was afraid that he 
would be accused of factionalism because of said statements. 

HALL, FLORA 

HALL is a member of the NC representing 
the Illinois District, During October, i960, HALL and 
JIM WEST engaged in a heated discussion over trade union 
matters. She indicated that she was going to New York City 
for a trade union conference and that the question of a 
trade union coirmissidn would be discussed. She favored 
such a commission, however, TOST vehemently opposed such 
a commission. HALL assured WEST that in her discussion 
at the National Conference she would apprise the National 
Leadership of the difference of opinion that exists in 
the Illinois District over this question of a trade union 
commission. 

It has been learned that HALL has stated 
that she is not going to work with WEST any longer. 

HALL, GUS 

HALL is an at large member of the NC 
and holds the title of General Secretary of the CP, USA. 

HALL continues to be most active in all 
phases of CP activity on a national level and also on 
a district level as regards to reorganization of the New 
York District. 
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HATHAWAY, CLA RENCE 

HATHAWAY is an at large member of the NC 
and holds the position of Chairman of the New York District* 

He has, with the backing of GUS HALL, been 
engaged in the reorganization of the New York State CP* 
This reorganization has been affected in spite of some 
opposition from the state leaders ♦ 

HE ALE Y, DOROTHY 

HEAESf is a member of the NC representing 
the Southern California District of the CP and in addition, 
holds the position of chairman of that district. 

HEAIEY continues to vacilate on Party issues 
and to challenge the National Leadership whenever possible. 
She continues her feud locally with WILLIAM C. TAYLOR* who 
leads a Negro faction. 

HEAIEY is scheduled for an operation which will 
require a months recuperation. She divorced her husband, 
PHIL CONNOLLY, during August, i960, and had the name HEALEY 
restored by the court. 

JACKSON, JAMES E. 

JACKSON is an at large member of the NC 
and in addition is editor of "The Worker", and National 
Secretary for the South. 

JACKSON departed the United States on 10/21/60 
en route to Moscow where he was to function as Secretary 
to the US Delegation to the International Conference of Party 
Secretaries. JACKSON has not returned to date, and reportedly 
has been in/poor health while abroad. 
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J OHNSON, ARNO LD 1 

JOHNSON is an at large member of the NC. 
In the reorganization of the New York State CP he was 
removed from the position of Vice Chairman of the New 
York District and released for reassignment by the National 
Committee of the CP, USA. 

It is noted that QUS HALL in the past 
has recommended that they bring JOHNSON back to the 
National Office and assign him to the peace question. 

KRCHMAREK, ANTHONY 

KRCHMAREK is a member of the NC representing 
the Ohio District. In addition, KRCHMAREK holds the 
position of State Chairman of the Ohio CP. KRCHMARST 
continues to be active in local- and national CP affaxrs 
with particular stress on the Party's strategy in industry. 

KUS HNER, SAM 

KUSHNER' is a member of the NC representing 
the Illinois District. In addition, he is mid-West 
editor of "The Worker" and as such, covered the Machinist 
Union Convention in St. Louis in November, i960. 

LIGHTFOOT, CLAUDS 

LIGHTFOOT is a member of the NC representing 
the Illinois District and holds the position of Vice Chairman 
of the CP, USA. 

Criticism on a losral level has been leveled 
at LIGHTFOOT for his handling of the Chicago League of 
Negro Voters in which two CP members actively supported 
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NIXON and campaigned for him in the i960 National 
Elections * Two other members of the CP in this 
organisation actively supported KENNEDY in this 
election* It was learned that LIGHTFOOT was extremely 
concerned over this situation and felt that it would 
have an adverse effect on his prestige nationally in 
the CP, USA. 

LIGHTFOOT, GERALD7NE 

LIGHTFOOT is an at large member of the NC. 

After returning from her trip to Moscow in 
August, i960, LIGHTFOOT has not returned to CP Headquarters 
in Chicago to resume her work. as Press Director* 

CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT, her husband, stated that 
he had urged his wife to discuss Negro work with the 
leadership of the Illinois District but that GERALDYNE 
replied in an effect that such discussion was useless, 
that they did not understand her* LIGHTFOOT indicated 
that he was worried about his wife as she is not working 
Party wise ani is involved "up to her neck" as a social 
action director of a church in Chicago, 

LIMA, ALBERT "MICKEY" 

LIMA is a member of the NC representing 
the Northern California District* 

LIMA left the United States on il/l/60 for 
Paris* He planned to obtain a visa at the Soviet Embassy 
in Paris for a visit to Russia to attend the conference 
of the secretaries of all the CPs of the world. From P2*is 
he proceeded to Moscow and latest information available 
reveals he plans to be there at least until after Christmas, 
I960* He asked his wife and children to leave Oakland, 
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California, their home, and proceed to Moscow at the 
earliest opportunity. His wife's original reaction to 
this inquest was that he had lost his sense of reason and 
that she had no intention of severing her contacts there 
and going to Russia. 

LUMBR, HYMAN 

LUM2R is an at large member of the NC 
and holds the title of National Education Secretary. 

LUMER has been active in the organization 
of a CP training school set up at Briehl's Farm. 

MC ADORY, MILDRED (BDBLMAN) 

MC ADORY is an at large member of the NC 
and a^ member of the Harlem Regional Committee of the 
CP. 

MC ADORY attended the CP National Negro 
Commission meeting in October, I960. At this meeting 
it was decided that BEN DAVIS and WILLIAM PATTERSON 
would meet with MC ADORY in an attempt to strengthen 
the party's position in Harlem. 

It is noted that MC ADORY' s petition to 
qualify her as a candidate in the 13th Assembly District 
in Harlem was thrown out by the Board of Elections. 

MEYERS. GEORGE 

MEYERS is an at large member of the NC 
and was given the assignment of contacting people 
in various Southern states for the Party. It would 
appear that MEYERS is assuming much of the duties of 
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JAMES JACKSON, National Secretary for the South. 
MITCHELL, CHARLENE 

MITCHELL Is a member of the NC representing 
the Southern California District of the CP* In addition, 
she holds , a • position on the Executive Board of that 
district but has no definite title. She has been 
removed of the responsibility in youth work, however, 
it was noted that recently when MORTIMER DANIEL RUBIN, 
National Youth Leader for the CP, USA, visited Los Angeles 
he spent a considerable time In conference with MITCHELL. 

Since MITCHELL'S recent return from the 
Soviet Union she has not been very active in district 
affairs. She is still in poor he&lth. There have been 
recent rumors of a marital conflict between CHARLENE and 
her husband WILLIAM. 

NABRIED, THOM AS 

NABRIED is a member of the NC representing 
the Eastern Pennsylvania and Delaware District; . He 
continues to hold the title of District chairman and is 
the only f«H time employee of the district. 

The CP Eastern Pennsylvania and Delaware 
District remains hard-pressed for funds and NABRIED 's 
salary is about two months in arrears. 

NABRIED has allowed PRANCES GABDW to assume 
an increasingly important part in the work of the District 
Leadership, and this has caused a number of problems. GABOw 
Is personally disliked for her dictorial manner. 
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KELSON. 3URT GALE 



NELSON represents the Northwest District 
on the NC. In addition, he holds the position of 
Chairman of that district. 

NELSON'S wife has been exerting 
extreme pressure on NELSON to obtain outside employment 
so that she can stop working. She feels it is the 
responsibility of NELSON to provide the financial 
support for the household. 

In October, i960, the State Board met in 
Seattle, Washington, to discuss the return of NELSON 
to full time employment as a longshoreman. HELLEN NELSON 
was invited to present her side and she attacked the 
board for not having done .a thing about her resolution 
on Woman 1 s Matters which she presented at the District 
Convention in 1959. She stated that she was tired and 
claimed that she herself was not a revolutionary in the 
true sense. According to her, her position i*as that her 
husband, =as head of the family, should provide for the family 
and that the -CP should provide an office for its leaders. 
She said that she would no longer tolerate any more ' v 
"coffee breate"around her home for the leadership. 

After much debate, the board voted to 
permit NELSON to return to long-shore employment although 
some members ££Lt that the district leader should be a full 
time employee. 

NELSON himself has visions of reviving the 
lost influence which the CP once had along the Seattle 
xuaterfront. His private reason for going back to the 
ILWU is so that he can eventually be eligible for certain 
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retirement rights of the longshore members. 

It is expected that NELSON'S return 
to the waterfront will actually conflict with his 
leadership duties in the CP and the burden of leadership 
will fall elsewhere, probably on the shoulders of MILPORD 
SUTHERLAND, District Organizational Secretary. 

O'DSLL, HUNTER PITTS 

O'DELL is a member of the NC representing the 
South. Ke was elected at the National Convention under 
the name CORNELIUS JAMES.

PATTERSON is an at large member of the NC. 
The results of the reorganisation of the New York State 
CP indicated that PATTERSON will retain his position 
as Vice Chaix'man of the New York District and will be 
retained as full time employee, one of those constituting 
the Staff of the New York District. 

PATTERSON continues to be active in the 
field of Negro work of the Party. In October, i960, he 
was in attendance at the CP, USA Negro Commission meeting 
and delivered a report on his -recent trip abroad, 

PERRY PETTIS 

PERRY is an at large member of the NC, 

PERRY continues to be confined as a tubercular 
patient at the Olive View Sanitorium, Olive View, California 
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POTASH > IRVING 

POTASH Is an at large member of the NO 
and holds the position of Labor Secretary of the . CP, 
USA. 

He, has recently made trips to 
Youngstown, Ohio, Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, and 
Baltimore, Maryland, during which he outlined the 
par£yts position on such topics as the Negro American 
Labor Council. 

POTASH'S status with INS remains unchanged, 
and he continues under order of supervision awaiting 
deportation. 

PROCTOR, ROSCOS 

PROCTOR is a member of the NC representing 
the Northern California District. In addition, he is 
Chairman of the Negro commission for that district. His 
interest In working for improvement of conditions for his 
race exceeds his interest in the CP program, PROCTOR 
has been relatively inactive with regard to the Party 
program during recent months . 

QUEEN, DANIEL 

QUEEN is an at large member of the NC 
who has acted as Chairman of the Youth Commission of the 
Illinois CP. He has been made responsible for the contact 
of CP members in the mid-West area to Insure their attendance 
at a , , conference to be held in Chicago,, which conference 
is to organize a committee to make plans for the establishment 
of a National Marxist Youth Organization. 
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RICHMOND, AL 

RICHMOND is an at large member of the NC. 
He continues to serve as Executive Editor of "peoples 
World" . 

ROBESON, PKBL, JR. 

ROBESON is a member of the NC representing 
the New York District. 

He has been in disfavor with the National 
Leadership in view of his failure to support the CP 
line on election policy aid the peace resolution. 
ROBESON has been referred to as a "Negro nationalist". 

On 12/4/60, a meeting of the New York 
District CP Committee was held to consider reorganization 
of the District Leadership. At this meeting a dispute 
arose instigated by ROBESON when' he demanded that the 
election of the new staff be .by secret ballot. 

Information has been received thatt 
ROBESON has an invitation to visit Cuba during the 
time his father will be in that country. It is noted 
that PAUL ROBESON Sr. is completing a concert tour. . 
in Australia and was scheduled to return to London, 
England, on December 6, i960. Following this he lis to 
appear in Cuba. 

ROSENBLUTH , NAT 

ROSENBLUTH is a member of the NC representing 
the New York District. ROSENBLUTH has been Inactive 
with regard to CP matters. 
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RUBIN, MORTIMER DANIEL 

RUBIN is an at large member of the NC 
representing youth, and holds the position of CPUSA 
National Youth, Secretary. 

RUBIN has recently returned to New York 
after an extensive trip throughout the country relating 
to CP youth work. Just prior to his return to New York 
City, he attended a pre -conference held in Chicago, the 
purpose of which was to prepare for a conference to 
organize a committee to make plans for the establishment 
of a National Marxist Youth Organization. 

He is currently engaged in preparing 
the next edition of "New Horizons". 

STACHEL, JACOB 

STACHEL is an at large member of the 
NC. He regularly attends enlarged meetings of the 
CP, USA Secretariat. In addition, he has been active 
in regard to .the National Groups Commission, and writes 
articles for "The Worker". 

It is noted that in October, i960, STACHEL 
indicated a concern of the CP Leadership with regard 
to Supreme court decisions pending against CP members. 
STACHEL indicated that the Party must prepare for probable 
adverse decisions indicating that the leadership might 
set up a nucleus for an -underground* organization. 

STANFORD, JOHN 

STANFORD is a member of the NC representing 
the South. He continues as the main CP leader in San 
Antonio, and is attempting to reorganize the CP in this area. 
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In September, 2960, STANFORD commented 
that he had contacted interested persons so 

that a Marxist Discussion Group could now be formed. 
It is noted that such a group held a meeting on 9/23/60 
at which STANFORD was present and spoke. He suggested 
at that time that the group begin studying the 
philosophy of KARL MARX. He commented that one of the 
first stib^cts would be . on dialectical materialism. 

STANFORD has indicated that he believes 
the Party has been standing still too long; that there 
is a need for organization everywhere in the state,, and 
that it is his intention to become more "daring". 

STANFORD was in attendance at a meeting 
of a Marxist Discussion Group in San Antonio on 10/21/60, 
and engaged in a lengthy discussion on the subject of 
dialectical materialism. 

TOOHEY. PATRICK 

TOOHEY is a member of the NO representing 
the New Jersey District. 

TOOHEY is presently attempting to develop 
the functioning leadership within the New Jersey CP 
and in promulgating programs therein to raise funds, to 
Increase membership, and to affect Party registration 
in the state. 

TORMEY, BETTY GANNETT

of Chairman of the Michigan District,*; Chairman of the -mid-West 
Region, CP,, USA, and a member of the NEC. He devotes his full 
time to CP activity. 

Of recent date, his activities have been 
somewhat curtailed due to a hemorrhoid operation, a bladder 
infection, and Inability to focus his eyes. 

WINTER-. HELEN . ALLISON 

WINTER is a member of the NC as well as a member 
of the Michigan State Committee. 
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It has been necessary from time to time 
for HELEN" WINTER to seek part time employment because 
of financial problems in the family. She recently 
obtained employment in the office of a firm in. Detroit, 
but was forced to leave because of adverse publicity in 
connection with her CP affiliation. 

HELEN WINTER departed the United States, 
en route to Moscow where she was scheduled to attend 
a conference of the secretaries of all the CPs in the 
world.

It is noted that EMANUEL BLUM at one -meeting 
stated that he was in agreement with the stand' of the 
National Leadership supporting the CP of the Soviet 
Union in their dispute with the CP of china, whereas 
he has later indicated that he favored the stand of the 
CP of China.

The 
convention delegates then elected a new flistrict Committee 
which will have the responsibility of naming a new' district 
organizer to take over the duties of CHASE. 
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The disputes between FLO HALL and JIM 
WEST regarding Party policy continue unabated. 

DOROTHY HEALEY continues to challenge 
the National Leadership whenever possible. It is 
noted, however, that in the recent past she has for 
the most part gone along with decisions of the National 
Committee. In addition, she continues to feud regularly 
with WILLIAM C. TAYLOR who leads a Negro faction, and is 
covetous of HEALEY 1 s Job. 

III. 

BURT NELSON has decided to seek outside 
employment in the ILWU. His wife has indicated that 
she is fed up with the fact that she must be the 
provider for the family, indicating that the CP in 
addition should provide an office for its leaders. She 
stated that she would no longer tolerate "coffee fcreaisg" 
around her home for the leadership. It is noted that NELSON 
and his wife are carrying on a constant feud centering 
around the drinking of NELSON and the general mistreatment 
of her.

qp, whj,<?h underneath indicates some factionalism still prevails f 

This, in tupi, has created a tremendous feeling of 
insecurity amopg the leadership, who consequently are fearful 
0^ every little evidence of criticism, and regard it as 
factional* The outlook of the leadership has turned toward 
combatting internal quarrels. 

Bart cited the following example of this situation: 

A, week or two ago, a conference of 150 NYSCP people was 
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held, at which the NVSCP Board announced that it had adopted 
a five-point resolution; 

1. Supporting the electoral resolution of the NC. 

2. Endorsing the ideological view of the Soviet Upipn 
on peace, 

3. Consolidating the CP in terms of registration. 

4. Noting the failure to reach quota in "The Worker" 
fund drive. 

Endorsing the reduction of the uys staff from . 
3,1, members to 5 or 6 due to the financial crisis* 

Bart said that there is no one dissident group you 
can put your finger on, but a loose, covert underground type of 
thing.. The^e are reservations to a resolution here and another 
there—nonetheless, these reservations are contrary to the 
leadership's desires. 

Bart continued that these five points had been adopted 
by the NX State Board and then presented to the conference of 
150> This was a mistake--first, a meeting of the ms Committee 
should have been called so that all objections could be thrashed 
out, and then the leadership could come to the meeting united.

A source, who has furnished reliable Information in the past, 
advised on December 11, i960 that a District Convention of 
the Communist Party, USA, (CPUSA), New England District, was< 
held on that date at Chelsea, Massachusetts. The convention,, 
according to the source, was attended by PHIL BART and BEN 
DAVIS, members of the National Executive Committee (NEC), 
CPUSA, and was held on the recommendation of the NEC for the 
purpose of eliminating HOMER BATES CHASE, because of his 
opposition to Party policy, from his position of leadership 
in the New England District. CHASE in this regard was accused 
by both BART and DAVIS of creating factionalism in' the Party, 
a condition described by DAVIS as a "poisonous thing" ; It 
was the statement of BEN DAVIS that CHASE had mobilized the 
District against Party policy and that it was consequently 
necessary for the District to elect a new leadership and to 
fight for unity on the correct Party line. 

The source further advised that the Convention, attended by 
thirty-three delegates representing Massachusetts, Rhode Island, 
New Hampshire and Vermont, subsequently proceeded with the 
election of a new ten member District Committee as follows:

The meeting got under way on December 3 with BILL 
PATTERSON in the Chair and CLARENCE HATHAWAY furnishing the 
main report. HATHAWAY *s report covered both topics* He stated 
that we must unite the state leadership behind the policies 
of the National. The situation in New York State has been 
fully discussed on several occasions by the State Board with 
the National Committee and the Natinnal Secretariat. He 
indulged in self-criticism by admitting he had not yet been 
able to unite the New York Party and that this was his fault 
as he had not fought hard enough, had tolerated two leader- 
ships Instead, of a united leadership and had looked to the 
National for help instead of looking to the State Committee. 
There is resistance »to the National leadership by some State 
leaders. New York had an opportunity to o great work during 
the sessions of the United Nations. Some good work has been 
done in New York but not enough and not by the full membership 
— most of the good work was done by a few comrades. ABRAHAM 
UNGER attacked the National Committee at the Leadership 
Conference held in New York City on November 3* I960, and he 
went overboard in his criticisms. HATHAWAY criticized UNGER 
for this, although he was the only one so singled out by name. 
New York must cement the coalition of the Negro, the Puerto 
Rican and Labor and fight against capitalism. It must take 
another look at its trade union work and review its trade 
union work with the Trade Union Commission. Cuba and the Latin 
Americas must be supported. The Party can only grow out of its 
experiences in mass work. The circulation of "The Worker" must 
be raised. The youth movement in the Party is dead, and we 
must revise our youth work and gSfc" some recruits. 

The State Board in its several discussions with the 
National has proposed a leadership reorganization in the NYS CP. 
The following proposal is a National Committee decision, although 
the State Board supports It: 

(MORT SCHEER Is the only paember whom the informant 
knows who opposed this reorganization.) The State Staff is to 
be eliminated. This group has been making decisions without 
consultation to either the State Board or the State Committee. 
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The State Committee is to regain its importance as the highest 
policy-making body in the State, and any interim decisions 
made by the State Board must be presented to the State Committee 
for approval or disapproval. The State Board is to meet twice 
a month, and the State Committee every second month. The State 
Board will consist of CLARENCE HATHAWAY as Chairman, BILL 
PATTERSON as Vice Chairman, BETTY GANNETT as Org. Sec, EVELYN 
WEINER as Administration Secretary and MILT ROSEN in charge of 
Concentration. BILL ALBERTSON, who was Org. Sec. and ARNOLD 
JOHNSON, who was Vice Chairman, are being released from their 
State positions to the National and will be assigned positions 
in the National leadership and will go on the National payroll. 
MORT SCHEER, JIM TORMEY, &m from Harlem, (identified by the 
informant as RAE HENDRDC,) and MIMI FRIEDLANDER, all of whom were 
section organizers or county chairmen and were all full-time 
paid members of the NYS CP have been cut from the New York 
State payroll. This represents a cut of six full-time paid 
employees. 

The above slate was presented to the State Committee 
for approval. PAUL ROBESON questioned as to whether there 
would be a secret ballot, and Chairman PATTERSON advised him 
there would not be. There was some demand for a secret ballot. 
ALBERTSON then attempted to explain this was not an election 
and that the State was merely cutting down on its staff and 
presenting the proposal' for approval. There was, therefore, no 
need for a secret ballot. Some State Committee members pro- 
tested that new officers were actually being elected, such as 
BETTY GANNETT and EVELYN WEINER. PATTERSON ruled against these 
protests, however, and stated that there would be no secret 
ballot. PAUL ROBESON, JR. appealed this ruling and ARNOLD 
JOHNSON took the Chair for the vote. Twenty-one voted to up- 
hold PATTERSON'S ruling, and eighteen voted against it. Ques- 
tions then came from the floor as to whether they could make 
nominations or present write-in votes, and the meeting 
threatened to get out of hand. BEN DAVIS, JR. intervened and 
asked what difference it made and suggested that the Chair re- 
consider, and on the next vote, PATTERSON'S ruling against a 
secret ballot was defeated. The meeting finally agreed on a 
secret ballot, but the members were instructed they could only 
vote yes or no on the slate and had no option to nominate or 
elect any other individuals. DAVIS pointed out that he^ was 
fi>pps>efctig: this procedure but that it was a recommendation 
from the National Committee, and the members had no choice. 
The informant pointed out that this was democratic centralism 
at its finest. 
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Prior to the vote, there were several objections 
to the elimination of MORT SCHEER as Upstate Coordinator. The . 
Importance of Upstate was stressed in that this was where the 
workers In steel, railroads and other basic Industries were. 
The meeting consequently went against the slate presented In 
that It voted to retain SCHEER as Upstate Coordinator. He 
consequently remains as a full-time paid employee. 

Included in the proposal was that there was to be 
one State Treasury. All money collected on the club level was 
to be furnished directly to the State, and the clubs and the 
counties would have to present requisitions to this single 
treasury for any money these units needed. There was a big 
protest against this, and It was finally agreed that the club 
could retain a percentage of the money It collected but that 
this percentage was much smaller than It had been In the past 
and that the exact amount would have to be "worked out" . Dur- 
ing a luncheon break, JUNE GORDON expressed a prevailing 
opinion that she did not like the new slate of officers but 
that there was not much that could be done about it. The 
National forced the previous slate of New York State officials 
upon the State a year ago, and It has now done the same thing 
at this meeting. She prefers DAVIS as a New York State leader 
and feels that HATHAWAY knows nothing about the New York State 
Party. BEN DAVIS stated that he had wanted to retain his posi- 
tion in State leadership but that it was not now possible to 
consider replacing him in the State. There was some support 
for nominating him at this meeting, as State Chairman, but he 
had stated if he were elected to such a position at this time, 
he would not serve. 

It was then announced that the State would set up 
the following commissions: 

Peace Commission 
Youth Commission 
Negro Commission 
Puerto Rican Commission 
'Housing Commission 
National Origin Commission 
Legislative Commission 

Any sections that have functioning commissions In 
the£e areas will not be Interfered with. State Commissions In 
these particular breakdowns will be established to coordinate 
the work of comrades In all other Party groups. This proposal 
was adopted. 
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Short speeches then followed from the floor. 

LOU WEINSTOCK stated that the Party was now in worse 
shape than ever. It is split worse than it was during the JOHN' 
GATES period. HATHAWAY 1 s report was lacking and could have 
added much more to the picture. The main reason for cutting 
down on the number of full-timers was financial. 

MILT ROSEN pointed out that the Negro and labor ties 
of the Party were still weak; it had made gains in the trade 
union movement. 

RUTH SHULMAN said that the Party must fight for a 
Negro candidate for mayor,, that it should let the members know 
and discuss the issues that are before the leadership before 
the leadership makes its final decisions and that leadership 
is not letting the members do adequate discussing of the issues. 
jXM TORMEY agrees with the HATHAWAY report and that the Party 
must have unity and cannot survive without it. 

The Sunday meeting got under way with additional 
floor comments. ARNOLD JOHNSON claimed that special attention 
must be given to Cuba and that everyone must fight to end Jim 
Crow and unite the Party. 

0E0R3E MORRIS agrees with the report and urges the 
Party to close ranks and move forward. 

HATTIE LUMPKIN supported the movement to restore 
SCHEER to the payroll and claimed that a full-time worker is 
required Upstate, and SCHEER has done a good job for the Party 
in Buffalo. * 

AAHDN WOOL questioned as to who were the people who 
are resisting the line of the Party. He got no answer, 

LENNIE LEVINSON placed the blame on the Party split 
where it belongs — on the National leadership. He does not 
think HATHAWAY has done a good job as State Chairman, and he 
cannot understand how HATHAWAY could claim he did not know what 
he was getting into when he accepted this position. 

BEN DAVIS reiterated that he does not approve of this 
sjtate of officers but that he will go along with it. He also 
Opposes the practice of the National bringing proposals to the 
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State Committee, Inasmuch as tt was powerless to oppose such 
proposals. 

ANNE from Harlem stated that the leadership cannot 
lead because it is not rooted in the mass movement. No one 
has called her in to evaluate her work because the leaders do 
not want the work of the leaders evaluated. She cannot respect 
a leadership which is forced on her and who knows nothing of 
the work in the state and in the groups. 

PAUL RCBESON stated that leadership is not for the 
State and that HATHAWAY knows nothing of New York. BEN DAVIS 
was the greatest leader in the country and should not have 
been removed from State leadership. No one is routed in the 
mass movement as firmly as he is. The present leaders have 
been unable to unite the Party since February, and he ques- 
tioned why they are retained at the present time, 

LENN2E LEVINSON wanted to know what BEN DAVIS is 
doing nationally and why he was taken out of New York State 
leadership. He blamed the National for the situation in New 
York. 

FRED from Buffalo (identified by picture as ED 
WOLKENSTEIN) claimed that Buffalo is more important than New 
York City and needs a full-timer, and is a working class city 
where steel, automotive and electrical is represented. MORT 
SCHEER has done a real job for the Party there. 

MANNY POUSADA pressed for a full-time leader in 
Upstate New York and expressed opposition to the present 
leadership. 

MILLIE EDELMAN expressed opposition to the present 
slate of officers and wants BEN DAVIS to return. 

JUNE GORDON is opposed to the slate but will support 
it for unity's sake. 

JIM TORMEY is in complete agreement with the current 
slate and will support it. 

CONSTANTINE RADZIE made a plea for unity and told 
the members that they must get down to effective work. 
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WILBUR BROMS Is opposed to both the current slate 
and to HATHAWAY 's report. 

Additional speakers took the floor and expressed 
the thought that the .National must accept the blame for the 
New York State split because it concealed the facts in the 
National Committee and in the State Board, Very few of the 
State Committee knew the details of the factionalism and who 
was responsible for it* Some speakers asked for the names of 
the factionalists but these people were never identified for 
them. BEN DAVIS said we must accept the new slate for the 
sake of unity, and we could not offer any counter proposals. 
Several members of the National Committee were observed in 
attendance.

A Stat© Conference of the New Jersey District of 
the Communist Party, USA was held at the Continental Ballroom, 
Broad Street, Newark, New Jersey, on 10/9/60 ♦ Present at 
this affair were WALTER BARRY, JOHN DILLON, LOTTIE GORDON, BOB 
HAMILTON, ART HEYMAN, MR. and MRS* CHARLES JOHNSON, J. SPENCER 
KENNARD, RALPH LEFSKY, GER T MANN. DORA and LEW MOROZE, JERRY 
SCHUCHTER, PAT TOOEHY, and I I PHIL BART .was also 

present from the National Office of the Communist Party, USA. 
In view of the fact the meeting started rather late, the question 
arose as to whether they should proceed with the planned agenda, 
which was a discussion on the ideological dispute, which has 
arisen subsequent to the National Committee's vote approving be 
the Communist Party-China (CPC), and a discussion concerning b7 
Party organizational affairs, such as press, dues, registration, 
etcetera. It was decided not to penalize the people who had 
attended and have a two or three hour meeting rather than an 
all-day affair and to cut the agenda down to fit the time. 

TOOHEY gave the first and main talk. As a result of 
the above, his talk was necessarily brief and general and 
merely touched the high points of the issue, that is, the 
views of the Chinese Party on the inevitability of war and 
their line against peaceful coexistence and the views of the 
Communist Party, USA (CP, USA) expounded in the National 
Executive Committee favoring the CPSU on this issue. TOOHEY 
established the fact that the CP, USA's line is decided and 
established and in accordance with the CPSU and other larger 
partias throughout the world. In conclusion, he briefly 
touched on what they could do to spur the peace work in 
terms of local activity, groups, literature, aad work in Sane. 
TOOHEY also briefly discussed the sharpening situation as 
reflected in the UN at the present time and stated the future 
looks as if the fight for peace is going to be accentuated 
and the Party should proceed in a more energetic direction. He 
briefly spoke on Cuba and the need for developing some 
movement and a meeting around this matter in New Jersey. He 
further reported on a meeting to be held in Newark, New Jersey 
on October 26, 1960 at the Continental Ballroom, where he 
stated he would speak. He stated there was a need for the 
building of a good meeting around this question. 
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There followed a discussion onmore of an educational 
discourse and participation by those present. 



LOTTIE GORDON spoke next and indicated she still 
maintains her criticism of the Party and the leadership and 
expressed her attitude that the Chinese are not entirely 
incorrect, that the American Party should not go off criticizing 
the Chinese Party when they have something to show in the way 
of accomplishments when the CP, USA, can show very little. 
She favored in an, indirect manner the Chinese side of this 
issue and would not agree with the present CP, USA line. 



LEW MOROZE spoke next and appeared to be first for 
one side and then the other, and saw good in both. He discussed 
what they might do in activity around the Sane movement, the 
election campaign in the form of meetings and literature and 
particularly what they could do around the Cuban situation. 



WALTER BARRY spoke along the line of LEW MOROZE. 
He saw a lot of correctness in the Party position but at the 
same time a lot of things are happening and have happened to 
make him pause to consider whether the Chinese do not have 
some substance to their line, particularly when they review 
the direction of the American policy and the deteriorating 
and aggressive state on the part of the United States, French, 
British, colonists, etcetera. BARRY pointed out what happened 
in the Congo, the breakup of the Summit Conference and the 
criticism of the Cuban situation. His talk was in the form of 
a lecture in which on the one hand he supported the views 
of the National Party but cast enough doubt on its line to 
say that he is not fully in support of it. He did not do so 
in an aggressive or quarrelsome fashion. 

DORA MOROZE put the matter more Uuntly. She stated 
she was not convinced that war is not inevitable, and she is 
not convinced as they state that the progressive forces are strong 
enough to prevent it. She also stated that she is not 
convinced about the new discussion they are having about the 
new epoch in which imperialism is said to have lost its 
priority and primacy and their side is supposed to come forward 
as the main side. Imperialism is still the same and can cause 
wars and is trying to do this. 
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(DORA MOROZE indicated her views are open whereas 
LEW MOROZE masked his views in a polite and evasive manner.) 



RALPH LEFSKY made a short talk. His talk did not 
mean much; however, he indicated he is in favor of the CP, USA 
position. 

BOB HAMILTON made a few remarks and stated he thought 
TOOHEY's report was correct and as far as he could see the 
fight for coexistence and peace necessarily must be around the 
line the Party expresses at the present time. 



1 PHIL BART made a long talk. There was nothing new 

/in his remarks with the exception that he quite aggressively 
backed TOOHEY 1 s talk and stated that TOOHEY had quite correctly 
'put forth the topic and the present Party line. He took issue 
to DORA MOROZE v s speech, which was the opposite from the Party 
line. With respect to talk about the new epoch, he questioned 
whether the world and the forces are any different from the 
time LENIN set forth his teachings. 



The world is divided into three equal parts; namely, 
the Socialist Party of about one billion, the Neutralist 
Party of about one billion who do not want war and are against 
Imperialism and the Imperialist Party of also approximately 
one billion. The last group includes the imperialists and 
their allies. Hence, there are about two to one and the 
imperialists are losing. The pro-peace forces have already 
shown they can halt war; for example, the Suez incident, 
Lebanon and the Congo situation. BART had the burden of 
trying to prove there is a new epoch to the detriment of the 
imperialists. He spoke at length on this subject to prove that 
war in not inevitable, that imperialism is losing and that 
socialist forces are predominant. Therefore, war is not 
inevitable because Imperialism can be halted. Halting it, 
however, cannot be done by words but by mobilizing ^he masses 
to effect this. This is what KHRUSHCHEV is doing to achieve 
this end. He is arousing the people to compel the imperialists 
to do this. 

BART was the last speaker. TOOHEY made a brief 
summarization. A motion was adopted unanimously to approve 
TCOHEY's report. The meeting approved the line of the National 
Committee of the CP, USA on this question. It formally aligns 
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the Hew Jersey District on the side of the National Committee 
and the National Party of the CP, USA on the side of the CPSO. 
Inferentially this is the result of the motion adopted. 

A talk followed on the tightening up of dues, getting 
the clubs to meet regularly and the continuing of the state 
fund drive for district finances. DORA MOROZE raised the 
/« question that BART had stated the National Committee is 
( starting a fund drive of $25,000 to fight the Mc Carran Act. 
\ How will the New Jersey district fund drive coincide with 
\ this? At the same time, "The Worker" is launching a special 
\campaign to make up the $25,000 it did not obtain during its 
last drive. The drive was for $65,000 and they only obtained 
approximately $35,000 to $45,000, which placed the people in 
a financial jam. 

It was agreed upon that all they could answer now was 
they were sorry but they had raised their quota toward^ the 
National fund drive and could not be expected to send in any 
more money. The Natinal Office should go after the districts 
who did not meet their quotas. They will have to contribute 
toward the fight of the Mc Carran Act; however, the main 
drive will be for the district fund drive for its own needs 
first and then what could be done for the other matter would 
have to be taken up next.

On 11/5/60 an enlarged State Committee meeting, 
New York State Communist party, took place at Adelphi Hall 
in New York City. 



The meeting ccnslsted mainly in a report ,by GUS 



HALL on the subject of the current evaluation of the Party. 
HALL spoke for a matter of some three hours during which he 
criticized the New York Communist Party for not properly 
undertaking its vanguard role in current matters. He 
said that various, sections are not moving and that some 
sections ax*e not following the dictates of the l?th National 
Convention. 



HALL made several proposals among which were: 

1} Raise $10^000 for the Worker. 
2) Conduct a press drive from 1/15/61 - 3/15/61. 
'3) Undertake activities in the following areas 
of concentration: 

ia) Waterfront 
b) Transportation 
c) Negro and Puerto Rican work. 

HALL advised the group that there is too much 



leadership in the state organization; that the leadership 
is too far removed from the section activity. He called 
for another meeting to make recommendations regarding this 
situation.

POTASH then asked about the October 9, i960, trip to 
Chicago. GREEN replied that the meeting had been useless 
and that was the reason he was in New York. 

JOHNSON then said that he wanted to get some NALC literature 
from up around 125th Street and at the suggestion of POTASH 
left immediately. 

POTASH then asked what was wrong with JOHNSON. When 
GREEN said he did not understand POTASH said that CP 
Headquarters was "covered" 2k hours a day and that 
JOHNSON, who had just finished school and was in steel 
should be more careful. 

GREEN said that he and MEYERS had talked to JOHNSON who 
felt that he had nothing to lose since he was young and 
unmarried and was willing to take risks. 

They then talked more about the October 9 $ i960, meeting 
in Chicago and POTASH said t hat he would like to sit in 
the 1:00 conference with GUS HALL. 

WILLIAM WEINSTONE then entered and POTASH excused himself. 

WEINSTONE after asking GREEN how things were going in 
Baltimore asked if the young student (CHARLES JOHNSON) 
had held educational classes since returning to Baltimore. 
GREEN said no. 

WEINSTONE then commented that he thought JOHNSON 1 s 
appearance at CP headquarters was dangerous and that he 
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should not be exposing himself so boldly. 

GREEN then said that JOHNSON was young, had not been 
in the Party very long and probably felt that he 
had little to lose since he had dedicated himself to 
the Party. 

WEINSTONE then commented that GREEN had a better under- 
standing of JOHNSON since he knew him better. He then 
stopped and shrugged his shoulders. 

WEINSTONE then told GREEN that he had conducted some of 
the educational classes attended by CHARLES JOHNSON 
towards the end of August and the beginning of September 
and that JOHNSON did not appear to him to have grasped 
"basic concepts". 

GREEN then said that the men in New York had been in the CP 
a long time and that JOHNSON was young and had not been exposed 
to Marxist -Leninist teachings. 

WEINSTONE then brought out some reports written by JOHNSON 
while attending the CP leadership school which had been 
reviewed by four teachers. Three of the teachers had 
marked the papers favorably but WEINSTONE who was the 
fourth teacher had written the word "Why" and "?" on the 
paper. 

WEINSTONE then asked GREEN whether he read much and GREEN 
said not as much as he would like to read but did review 
The Worker, Political Affairs and other CP literature sent 
from headquarters. 

WEINSTONE then mentioned that he had written an article 
pertaining to peaceful co-existence in last week's Worker 
which GREEN said that he had reviewed. 

WEINSTONE then walked over to a blackboard and wrote "Have 
you been notified that you are supposed to be in New York 
November 12 for national leadership school?" and then said 
aloud, "Is this the reason you are here now?" 

GREEN pointed to the first question and said this was the 
first he had heard of it and then to the last question saying 




that he was here for other purposes. 

WEINSTONE then looked surprised and asked why GREEN 
hadn't been informed. GREEN said he didn't know. 

After having a sandwich together WEINSTONE took a booklet out 
from his desk entitled "Fundamental Principles of Marxism- 
Leninism." He asked GREEN if he had seen it before. GREEN 
said no. WEINSTONE looked surprised and said he didn't under- 
stand since it had been sent to Baltimore. 

WEINSTONE then said that "this is the oil to get the 
engine in motion." He then said further that "this is what 
I meant- when I said basic conception." 

GREEN then said that this booklet was apparently designed to 
give the comrades clear knowledge of the Marxist -Leninist 
approach and how to advance the broad struggle. WEINSTONE 
said that that was it . 

GREEN then said that there would be educational classes 
held in Baltimore soon and that he would talk to MEYERS 
and order 10 copies. WEINSTONE replied that that was what 
he liked to hear. 

WILLIAM PATTERSON then entered and shook hands with GREEN 
and asked if he was from Baltimore. GREEN said yes. 
PATTERSON then said he wanted to talk to him. 

IRVING POTASH then returned and said he would like to talk 
to GREEN. WILLIAM PATTERSON said he wanted to talk first. 

As PATTERSON and GREEN were walking out, HYMAN LUMER, CP 
National Educational Secretary, walked up and said he wanted 
to see GREEN. 

GREEN said he was going to talk to PATTERSON and then was to 
have a meeting with GUS HALL.

GREEN replied that no open discussion had 
been held but that the talk of the comrades in Baltimore 
indicated that they were in line with KHRUSHCHEV'S thinking. 
He then said that he felt that most people he talked to in 
Baltimore were interested in peace. 

PATTERSON then pointed out that the next meeting of the 
National Negro Commission was to be held November 29-20, I960, 
in New York. GREEN said that he had received a notice. 

PATTERSON then said that he had been assigned to a number of 
things since his return from a visit to the Soviet Union and 
satellite countries where he had been given a general picture 
of conditions. He said om of these assignments had been to 
work closely with the African delegates attending the United 
Nations sessions while KHRUSHCHEV was in New York. He then 
added that he is still working with African delegates left 
at the United Nations. 

PATTERSON pointed out that it was inpossible to divide the 
Negro struggle for rights in the United States from the 
struggle for rights put out by the native Africans. He 
said he planned to put a lot of emphasis on this at the 
National Negro Commission meeting. 

PATTERSON said that at the last National Committee meeting 
there had been talk of setting up an organization similar 
to the African-American Heritage all over the country. He 
said it might not be agreeable to use the same name but it 
would be all the same cause. 

JOHNSON entered at that point and the conversation ceased. 

The three then discussed the National Negro Commission meeting 
and talked about coming in early to hold additional conferences. 

HYMAN LUMER then took GREEN to LUMER 1 s office. Shortly after- 
wards HERBERT APTHEKER came in and spoke to him. 

APTHEKER asked LUMER whether he would see him that evening 
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"at the same place" or "should we change it." 
LUMER said he would see APTHEXER later but it would 
probably be the same place. 

APTHEKER then left. GREEN then told APTHEKER about 

the October 29, I960, Steel Club meeting at Baltimore and 

what discussions had been held. 

After this discussion ended LUMER wrote, "Are you ready 
for school?" GREEN indicated that he did not understand. 

LUMER then wrote, "You are supposed to attend a national 
leadership school for four weeks as of November 12." 

When GREEN still indicated he knew nothing of it, LUMER 
asked whether GREEN had not discussed it with GEORGE 
MEYERS. GREEN said no. 

After a few minutes MEYERS came by and was called in 
by LUMER who asked him about GREEN attending the school. 
MEYERS looked nervous and said he thought he had raised 
the question but perhaps GREEN hadn't heard him.

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HY LUMER opened the meeting and announced that 
a sub-committee had drafted a document proposing the 
addition of a special section to che Communist Party 
Constitution. He said this section is to deal exclusively 
with defining and explaining the concept of democratic 
centralism. LUMER proposed that this amendment is offered 
as a "stop-gap" measure until the next National Convention. 
He said further that the National Convention could then 
authorize the National Secretariat to commission a special 
committee in order to "redraft" the Communist Party Con- 
stitution as a whole. 

Continuing, LUMER remarked that preliminary 
drafts of this proposed amendment had been sent to National 
Committee members in order to elicit their opinions. LUMER 
noted that replies Were received from only three members: 
BERT NELSON, who suggested editorial changes, and from TOM 
DENNIS and AL RICHMOND, both of whom "objected strongly" 
to the method of handling the question. 

Informant advised that following further dis- 
cussion regarding editorial changes in the proposed amend- 
ments it was decided that HY LUMER and WILL WEINSTONE be 
delegated as a committee to incorporate certain changes. 
The amendment with changes are to be presented to the 
next meeting of the National Committee (scheduled December 
16, 17 and 18, 1960). 

HY LUMER next discussed the case of HOMER BATES 
CHASE in New England. He recommended that written charges 
against CHASE should be presented to the National Committee 
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at its next meeting. He said that the National Committee 
could set up a sub-committee in order to handle the 
matter. LUMER noted that CHASE can be given the right 
to address the members of the National Committee at its 
next meeting. LUMER commented that inasmuch as the 
expulsion of CHASE is not under consideration but merely 
his relationship to the National Committee, the issue of 
a trial is not involved. LUMER also felt that a report 
on the general situation in New England should be given 
to the National Committee members. 

BEN DAVIS commented that HOMER CHASE has a 
' criminal attitude" toward the Party and would not hesi- 
tate to bring the Party into court. 

JOSEPH NORTH next gave a few comments regarding 
Cuba which he said should be brought before this body. 
NORTH commented that the situation in Cuba is extremely 

S S i ? US in that 30 economic war is going on at present and 
added to this is the question of a threatened invasion of 
Cuba. 

NORTH said that there are 25 to 50 thousand 
anti-CASTRO counter-revolutionaries training within 30 
miles of Miami, Florida. He said there Were also training 
of counter-revolutionaries going on in Haiti and that 30 
planes with paratroopers had arrived in Guatamala. 

NORTH next discussed "The Fair Play -For Cuba 
Committee" which he said has been organized and consists 
of a half-dozen branches throughout the country. He, said 
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this committee is dominated by Trotskyites and that they 
are planning a meeting on November 17th at the Rennaissance 
Ballroom in Harlem. According to NORTH, the speakers 
scheduled for this meeting are ROBERT WILLIAMS (ph) , Presi- 
dent of the Union County NAACP; WILLIAM WORTHY (ph), con- 
nected with the Afro-American newspaper, and DAVID H. WATT 
(ph). 

NORTH suggested that a committee consisting of 
leading Negroes, trade unionists and cultural figures should 
announce to the press that they are going down to Florida 
to investigate what is going on in our country. 

PHIL BART commented briefly concerning the forma- 
tion of ,! The Pair Play For Cuba Committee". He said that 
a lot of confusion existed in its development but that It 
has had tremendous response. 

IRVING- POTASH inquired why the national leadership 
of the Communist Party was not advised of developments in 
the organizing of this committee. He also asked how 
Trotskyites could take control withoug the Party knowing . 
about it. 

By way of explanation PHIL BART, in commenting 
on the formation of the committee, said that it was set up 
following the appearance of an ad in a newspaper. He said 
this ad was put in by two people '•'we had nothing to do 
with". BART said these people worked in such a way that 
they wanted no "leftist domination". 
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Continuing, BART commented that "they" called a 
meeting in Greenwich Village on a Sunday morning in a room 
so dark that nobody could see anyone. They nominated 
their own slate and were voted in withoug discussion. 
BART added that "we" had a number of people at the meeting 
but they were not recognized in order to speak. 

HY LUMER commenting generally on the Cuban situa- 
tion pointed out that the Party has been receiving a great 
deal of requests from the districts for material on Cuba. 
LUMER criticized the Party for lack of leadership in this 
field. 

ARNOLD JOHNSON said that he had seen A. J. MJSTIE 
and that MUSTIE was getting out a strong statement against 
United States intervention in Cuba. 

BEN DAVIS, JR. suggested that JOSEPH NORTH'S 
report and recommendation of a "delegation to Florida" 
be adopted. DAVIS accused the Party of having failed to 
pay sufficient attention to the Cuban situation. He 
suggested that the Party should take steps to counteract 
Trotsky it e influence in this field. As an example, he 
thought the Party should establish an Ad Hoc Committee to. 
sponsor a demonstration outside the United States Mission , 
to the United Nations in order to call to the minds of 
the American people the serious dangers there. He also 
suggested that "The Worker" should consider publishing some 
sort of special edition devoted to Cuba. 
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At the conclusion of the meeting JOSEPH NORTH 
said that he was in favor of someone of the National Com- 
mittee of the CP, USA being relieved of all other duties 
for approximately three months in order to take part in 
the formation and the leading of this delegation to Florida.
